Town Manager's Report 


TO THE CITIZENS OF GREENBUSH: 


I'am pleased to present to you the 1982-82 annual report for the Town 
of Greenbush. The format of this report is quite different from the 
previous two years. The change is necessary CO Save on the cost of 
printing and binding. If you have comments concerning this new format 
please feel free to contact me. 


fINANCES 


The Town's financial condition has remained excellant throughout the 
fiscal year. The continued investment of General and Reserve Funds, 
over $200,000.00, should result in over $15,000 in interest income 
by June 30. This compares with over $21,000 last year. 


The General Fun Equity, formerly called the Fund Balance, will again 
show an increase at the enu of the year due primarily to an increase 
in revenues. 


The Departmental Accounts are in good shape. Budget estimates have 
been in line with actual expenditures. Current estimates however, 
indicate that overdrafts will occur in the Street Light and Municipai 
Building Accounts. 


Revenues received from the State of Maine increased during the year 
due to the Local Road Assistance Program. Next years revenues look 
good with an increase in State Revenue Sharing Funds anticipated if 
the proposea 7% Meals and Lodging Tax is approved by the Legislature. 
Congress on the otherhand has taken no steps’ to continue the Federal 
Revenue Sharing Program. The total elimination of Federal Revenue 
Sharing Funds will result in a 1 - 1.5 mill increase in the tax rate 
in order to maintain the same level of services. 


SOLID WASTE 


Gradual improvement of the Municipal Landfill Site is planned for 

next year. Some of the things planned to be accomplished are 

improving the access to the tires and white goods area, better seperation 
of the tires and white goods, and a new brush burning area. 


At the Special Town Meeting in March, the town voted to participate in 
the Penobscot Valley Solid Waste Project. To date the study has 
identified two possible locations, one in Veazie and one in Brewer, 

for lacating the waste to energy incinerator. The estimated cost 

for disposing of solid waste through incineration is comparable to 

that of operating a landfill. However, the additional cost transporting 


scliad waste from Greenbush to one of the proposed sites may prove cost 
prohibitive. 


ROADS AND BRIDGES 


A five year Highway Capital Improvements Program and a three year 
Highway Maintainance program have been developed to better manage the 
cost of improving and maintaining town roads. Generally, the 
improvements program calls for tne reconstruction of the Old Highway 
(1.66 Miles) over a period of three years at a total cost of $86,000. 
the last two years of the program call for repaving the Cardville 

Road. After conducting a careful review cf the Town's roads iast fall, 
a plan was developed to systematically replace culverts, improve and 
clean ditches and regravel 1oads over a three year pericd was developed. 


A long time project of the Town has been to replace Spring Bridge. 

Last fall, with assistance from The Maine Department of Transportation, 
Spring Bridge was replaced with a corrugated metal arch pipe. With 
seeding of the banks and paving of the road left to be done the total 
estimated cost to the town for the project is not expected to exceed 
$12,000. 


CONCLUDING REMARKS 


In closing I would like to give special thanks to Lillian Smith for 
her unselfish dedication to the Town of Greenbush over the last eight 
years. Liilian is leaving the town office to take the position of 
postmaster in Olamon. Also my thanks go to the members of the Board 
of Selectmen and to the individuals who have served on the various 
boards and committes.- All of these people deserve a great deal of 
credit because the-process of policy making is a thankless and tedious 
one.

Notes to Financial Statements 
June 30, 1982 


Note 1: Summary of Significant Accounting Policies 


The Town of Greenbush operates under a Town Manager-Selectmen form of 
government and provided the following services: general administrative 
services, public safety, highways and streets, sanitation, health and social 
services, culture-recreation and education. 


The accounting policies adopted by the Town of Greenbush conform to 
generally accepted accounting principals as applicable to governments. The 
following is a summary of the more significant policies: 


Fund Accounting 


The accounts of the town are organized and operated on a fund basis 
utilizing the two fund categories - governmental and fiduciary. Each fund 
type is an independent fiscal and accounting entity with a self-balancing set 
of accounts recording cash and/or other resources together with all related 
liabilities, obligations, reserves, and equities. The various funds are 
grouped, in the financial statement in this report, using the two basic fund 
categories and four basic fund types. 


Governmental Funds 


1. General Fund - The general funds is the general operating fund of 
the town. It is used to account for all financial transactions not properly 
accounted for in another fund. 


2. Special Revenue Funds - Special revenue funds are used to account 
for the proceeds of specific revenue sources(Other than special assessments) 
or to finance specific activities as required by law or administrative regu- 
lation. The Federal Revenue Sharing account is reported under this fund type. 


3. Capital Projects Funds - Capital projects funds are used to account 
for the receipts and disbursement of moneys used for the acquisition or con- 
struction of capital facilities and other fixed assets other than those 
financed by special assessment and enterprise funds. 


Fiduciary Funds 


Trust Funds - Trust funds are used to account for assets held by the town 
as trustee or agent. The expendable trust fund is treated for accounting meas- 
urement purposes in a manner similar to a governmental fund. The non-Expend- 
able trust fund is accounted for in the same manner as a proprietary fund. 


Account Groups 


"Groups of Accounts" include one used to record and control, in a separ- 
ate self-balancing group of accounts, the town's unmatured general "long- 
term debts".

Notes to Financial Statements Con't 


The Town of Greenbush has not maintained a record of general fixed assets 
and, accordingly a statement of "general fixed assets”, required by gen- 
erally accepted accounting principles, is not included in the financial 
report. 


Basis of Accounting 


The "basis of accounting" refers to the point in time when revenues, 
expenditures or expenses(as appropriate), and the related assets and liabil- 
ities are recognized in the accounts and reported in the financial statements. 
In other workds, the "basis of account" determines the timing with which the 
accounting system recognizes transactions. 


All governmental funds and expendable trust funds are accounted for using 
the modified accrual basis of accounting. Their revenues are recognized when 
they become measurable and available as net current assets. Expenditures are 
generally recognized under the modified accrual basis of accounting when the 
related fund liability is incurred. Exception to this general rule include 
principal and interest on general long-term debt which is recognized when due.

The meeting was called to order by the Town Clerk at 10:00 a.m. Ballot

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Fire Chief's Report 


It gives me pleasure to report a decline in fire incidence in our 
town during the past year. 


The credit goes to you, the people of Greenbush. We had only five 
chimney fires. This indicates better attention to the care and 
cleaning, which a chimney should have annually. 


There were three structural fires. One being the Paul Sacco 
residence on the River Road. This was the most serious fire 
and although we used 22,500 gallons of water it was a complete 
loss. 


The Greenbush Fire department fought two forest fires, one in 
Greenbush and one in Greenfield. The budworm situation and 
the large amount of slash area in town may present a problem 
if we have a dry summer. 


There was one fire started by a tree on the wires. These usually 
require help from the Bangor Hydro. Do not touch or even approch 
a tree on a high tension line. Call the Hydro. They are equipped 
to handle the situation. Then call your fire number. Chances 

are we can't do anything until they turn off the power. 


We recently purchased a new portable pump. It's a 24, inch Gorman 
Rupp with a 10 horse power Brigeys and Stratton Engine. The pump 
will be used primarily to refill our tank trucks, but can be used 


in direct attack when necessary. 


The Towns of Passadumkeag and Greenbush are currently working out 
a mutual aid agreement. It should be beneticial to both towns. 
This means that on bad tires, we would help each other, and also 
cover for each other on anv serious situation. 


I'd like to thank the men from both of our stations ter their 
Support and dedication without it this department could net exist.

It is time we gave you and the Town an update on our progress with regard to 
the radioactive waste disposal site at the Nursery. 


We started on the project, if you recall, in midwinter, 1982. Our geologist, 

_ Peter Garrett, unable to mount a geological survey at that time, was 
nevertheless able to pull together a considerable amount of information on the 
Site, which he summarised in a memo, dated Feb 26, 1982. The principal points 
were as follows: 


1) The radioactive materials buried in metal drums at the site, and therefore 
most prone to leaking, were dissolved in organic solvents, principally 


toluene. Such solvents, being greater in volume, and also toxic, posed 
slightly more threat to the purity of groundwater than the radioactive 
materials. 


2) Water from all neighboring wells in the vicinity of the site, however, was 
found to be "pure". In other words, there were no solvents present above 
detection limit, and no radioactive materials above natural background 
values.. 


3) The peculiar geology of the site -- the local ridge is a very permeable 
glacial age river deposit -- probably determines the direction of 
groundwater movement in the area, such that groundwater moves north or 
south beneath the ridge, rather than more directly to the local river 
systems. 


In June of 1982, three wells were drilled by Alfred Haskell of Orrington under 
the direction of Peter Garrett. These wells were designed to test Garrett's 
geological hypotheses, and to provide an early warning of any contamination 
moving towards drinking water wells in the area. Water level information 
derived from these and other wells did confirm that groundwater was moving 
south from the site beneath and along the ridge. But surprisingly, our first 
water samples showed traces of contamination by the solvents toluene, xylene, 
and ethyllbenzene, though no radioactive contamination.

Naturally, this solvent contamination had us worried, but there were several 
peculiar features that lead us to the conclusion that it was likely to have 
come from oil introduced during drilling or first sampling (both toluene and 
xylene are components of gasoline), and not to have been a first sign of 
leakage from the site. Subsequent sampling from the same wells has confirmed 
that conclusion, and we are now able to report that all groundwaters in the 
vicinity are as clean as our instruments are able to detect. 


Our calculations lead us to believe that any possible contamination from the 
site getting to local wells is likely to be very dilute. Furthermore, the 
Nursery wells, being the next due south from the site, and the most heavily 
pumped wells around are the only ones endangered. Our monitoring well number 
is placed so that it should give early warning that the Nursery wells should 
expect contamination. 


Even with all these reassuring provisos, we have recommended a cap on the 
site. The purpose of such a cap is to protect the drums from rainfall which 
would corrode them and cause leaks, and wash leaked material through soils to 
ground water. The cap (a reinforced thick plastic sheet buried just beneath 
the surface) is to be installed by Nursery staff at University expense, later 
this Spring. 


This is a brief report of course. You already have in your files details of 
our early work, and of our misleading contamination problem. A final report 
will be forthcoming when all our work is completed this summer.

Superintendent of Schools Schools' Report 


To the Residents of the Town of Greenbush: 

Ending my twentieth year as Superintendent of Schools for the 
Town of Greenbush, I am in a unique position to have a comparative 
view. In 1964 your faculty consisted of four teachers each teaching 
two grades. There was no Kindergarten, School lunch, or gymnasium. 
There were budget problems then and these problems have continued 
almost annually. The difference in Greenbush has been the cooperation 
of the Board of Selectmen, the quality of School Committee Members, 
and the pride of the residents in their school. People working 
together perform constructive action; people fighting hurt children 
and their town. 

This year we have had a teacher from England, Juliet Muncey. 
She has brought a foreign culture, a different wav of looking at 
education, and her own charming, warm personality. This writer 
owes particular thanks to the Chairman of the School Committee, 
Allen Brackley. His willingness to trv new ideas, his deep concern 
for quality education, and his willingness to put in the necessary 
meours have benefitted your pupils. Also Pastor Smith deserves 
Commendation for his kindness in advising, his interest in children, 
and his efforts to help out when asked. 

The tuition account causes a major porblem in this vear's 
Puret. {ft has increased by $20,552. to $136,037, Ne are graduating 
seven pupils from high schools while at least eighteen and entering 
their freshman year. There is no way around tuition bills but they 


are large. 
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School lunch is the subject of a separate article. The tradional 
program of no charge to pupils has grown to a $15,000 cost or about 
lO% of the local budget. It is time the Town told the School Committe 
that the "free''.program is worth $15,000 or that we revert to having 
pupils pay. Presently we feed about 110 paying pupils: formerly we 
fed "free" about 190. 

lt has been a pleasure to work in Greenbush these twenty years. 
You have a great Town with people of good will and intent.

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Principal's Report 


The 1982-83 school year opened with an enrollment of 197 
students, which is a decrease of eight over last year. During 
this year we have grown at a rapid rate as usual but I do expect 
us to close in June with approximately 200 students. It is 
difficult to forecast; however, I do believe the school will open 
above 200 next year. 


Our staff of full and part time teachers is now 17. Of this 
total, five are part time, which include: Physical Education, 
Speech Therapy, Classroom and Instrumental Music; and Algebra 1. 
Also included in the group are our resource and Chapter 1 Reading 
Teachers. We have had two staff members that are new to our school 
and two others that have moved to different teaching assignments. 
Our support staff has included two hot lunch workers, two janitorial 
workers and the school secretary. We also have the services of a 
school health nurse on a part-time basis. 


We are continuing to purchase new textbooks in grades K-5 in 
order to strengthen our curriculum. Subject area in these grades 
that have been updated are Social Studies, Science, Math, English 
and Spelling. More new textbooks are planned for all of these 
classes, so that we may complete this project by the end of next 
year. Teachers have also been working on Individualized Plans 
for students that have difficulty with every-day classwork. 


The upper grades area has also been installing new textbooks, 
in the subject areas of Reading, Language Arts and Social Studies. 
Three new subjects have been added to our curriculum and those are 
Algebra 1, Computer Studies, and English History. The latter is a 
one-year course of study. 


Our extra-curricular program has continued to be very success— 
ful with soccer, basketball, dramatics, softball, student council, 
and a new bicycle club, all tied to academic performance and 
behavior. 


The Chapter I program (formerly Title 1), designed to assist 
students in Reading, has had a very successful year. Assisting 
students in other subject areas are our resource teacher and 
speech therapist whom we share with other Union # 90 Towns. 


Our Hot Lunch Program started the school year as usual and, 
due to a very large deficit, was changed to a free, reduced and 
fully paid program. It is our hope that this move will enable us 
to prevent an overdraft in this area. The meals continue to be 
appetizing and nutritious, and our kitchen staff are to be commend- 
ed for their fine work. From 7/1/81 to 6/30/82 our number of 
meals decreased to 29,109. 
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PRINCIPAL'S REPORT (CONTINUED) 


The maintenance of our building continues to be very well 
done. The staff and students are very proud of our school and 
the way it looks; this reflects the fine job that our janitorial 
staff is doing. 


Growth of our student population is hopefully beginning to 
level off; however, staff changes continue to occur, with three 
out of four Junior High teachers being either new to the school 
Or new to their assignment. We are as a school still growing 
academically and will continue to do so. I wish to thank the 
school committee, the superintendent, and residents of Greenbush 
for all the support they have given the school. Because of this 
support our school has continued to grow and progress and is a 
school of which we can all be proud.

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Special Education Report 


To The Residents of Greenbush: 


Maine's efforts towards assuring equal educational opportunity 
for all children with handicaps began in 1973 with the passage 
of LD 965, '" An Act Relating to Exceptional Children". These | 
past ten years have seen a growth and quality of programs that 
parents of children with handicaps never dreamed of. I believe | 
this same growth and quality exists in Union # 90 Schools due 
to efforts of School Board Members, Parents, and Staff. 


A student with a handicap is at a disadvantage in school 
and requires special education services to develop his or her 
full potential. The service will differ with cach student 
depending on the type of handicap and whether it is mild of 
severe, temporary or permanent. Student's with handicaps are 
identified through our Pupil Evaluation Team (PET) Process.

Through this 
process children have been provided programs, to best mect their 
educational needs. t 


The present program at the Helen S. Dunn School includes 
Mr. Rob Brown, part-time Speech-Language Therapist, Mrs Susan 
Smithson, Part-Time Sepcial Education Teacher and part-time 
Chapter I Remedial] Reading Teacher, and Ms. Sarah Alberts, full 
time Special Education Assitant Teacher. Besides instruction by 
this staff, special education has provided other necded services 
such as homebound instruction, physical and occupational therapy, 
and diagnostic evaluations. 


Throughout the 1982-83 school year twenty-seven Greenbush 
students in grades K-12 have received special education services. 
The handicaps are as varied as the children but they include 
difficulties under the categories of vision, hearing, speech- 
languaye, behavior/cmotional, learning, physical mobility, and 
mental development. 


As you can sce in your town budget the Greenbush school Board 
continues to maintain programs for students with handicaps through 
the use of local and state funds. Although these students are in 
the minority they are provided the equal educational opportunity 
they deserve-with quality in mind. 1 believe not so much because 


of a state law but because the people of Greenbush care about 
the children in their town.

Town Manager's Report 
TO THE CITIZENS OF GREENBUSH: 


I am pleased to present to you the Town of Greenbush 1983-84 Annual Report. 
This report contains information on the activities and plans of the various 
Boards and Officials that comprise your Local Government. It is hoped that 

you will find each report, chart, and data sheet, contained herein, interesting 
and informative. ; 


FINANCES 


The Town's financial condition over the last year continued to be very strong. 
In addition to investing General and Reserve Account money in $100,000.00 
Certificates of Deposit, an insured Access Account was opened with Northeast 
Bank for the ‘purpose of investing cash surplus in amounts totaling less than 
$100,000.00. Conversion of the General Fund Checking Account to an interest 
bearing account was done to further increase interest revenues. 


The General Fund Equity Account has continued to grow despite appropriations 
from the Account in excess of $40,000.00 over the past year. To off set this 
continued growth the Selectmen have proposed that $45,000.00 be appropriated 
from this account to reduce the amount of tax dollars needed to support the 
1984-85 Municipal Budget. 


Actual expenditures have been in line with Budget Appropriations. However, 
year end estimates indicate that over drafts can be expected in the Municipal 
Building, Roads and bridges and Fire Truck Note Accounts. 


Estimated year end non tax revenues are expected to be $12,000.00 ahead of 
1983-84 Budget estimates. Budgeted revenues, from all sources, for 1984-85 
are $22,505.00 over the 1983-84 figure. A temporarily increased local Road 
Assistance Program, increased State Revenue Sharing, Excise tax revenues and 
Interest Income accounted for the majority of the increased revenue. 


MUNICIPAL BUILDING IMPROVEMENTS 


Several major improvements were made to the Town Hall last fall in the 

interest of Energy Conservation. These improvements included installing 

blown in cellulose insulation in the South and West walls, lowering the 

ceiling four feet, insulating the lowered ceiling, installing new flourescent 
lighting, and painting the walls. The State of Maine reimbursed the Town 

50% of the cost of these improvements. The Town's share amounted to $2,112.91. 
The payback period is expected to be five years. 


CARDVILLE CEMETERY 


During the last year a large portion of the Cardville Cemetery was loamed 
and seeded in order to improve the appearance. In addition to this work 
the cemetery was surveyed for the purpose of laying out on the ground, 
the lot plan drawn by Malcolm Smart. As a result of this survey several 
descrepancies were uncovered. First, the new fence and gates do not line 
up with the roads as proposed on the map. Second, a property line survey 
determined that the Northwest corner of the fence was actually located on 
property owned by Daniel Carey 


Last, the previous laying out of lots without the use of a transit has 
resulted in the lots being skewed to the South in relation to the plan. 
The property line problem has been addressed and an Article placed on 

the Town Meeting Warrant to correct the situation. The problem with the 
layout has been partially corrected with the help of the County Roads and 
Mapping Department, by placing several control points around the Cemetery. 
The problem of the misaligned gates will be addressed in the future. 


SOLID WASTE 


Recent changes in the Department of Environmental Protection's Regulation 
governing Landfill operations make it more likely than ever that the Town 
will have to eventually close out the Municipal Landfill. 


Improvements were made during the last year to the white goods and tire 
storage areas. Additional improvements are planned as part of the 1984-85 
Budget to include the elimination of open burning, development of a close-out 
plan, and house to house collection of rubbish. 


AMBULANCE SERVICE 


Several Years ago the Town of Greenbush voted to use the Ambulance Service 
provided by the Penobscot Valley Hospital Service in Lincoln. The Ambulance 
comes from Howland and is operated by the Howland Fire Department. The 
reason the Town chose to use the Ambulance Service out of Howland as opposed 
to the Old Town Ambulance is the cost involved. In order to use the Old Town 
Ambulance the Town of Greenbush would have to subsidize the Old Town Ambulance 
Service at the rate of about $5,000.00 per year. Users would have to pay 

a per mile fee on top of this subsidy. Penobscot Valley Hospital Provides 
the service at no cost to the Town. Users must pay a fee however. The City 
of Old Town will not answer a call in Greenbush. If you need an Ambulance 
please call Penobscot Valley Hospital. The telephone number is 732-4105 or 
794-3321. Fire and Ambulance Emergency Number stickers are available at the 
Town Office. 


ROADS AND BRIDGES 


Reconstruction of the Old River Road was begun last fall. Work completed 
during this first phase of the project included replacement of 520' of 

Guard rail, installation of a paved gutter, shaping and grading 1800' of 

ditch, and installation of 7 culverts. The total cost of this work was 
$16,950.00. The major Highway Maintenance project last summer was ditching 

and culvert installation near Myron Ogden's house on the Cardville Road. Other 
maintenance activities included the repair of washouts at Otter Brook and on 
the Rocky Rips Road. 


Improvements were also made to the Rocky Rips Road as part of a Special Road 
Project. This project involved applying 4' of stone dust over the entire 
length of the road to improve the ride. So far this material has reduced the 
number of pot holes and made grading the road easier. 


CONCLUDING REMARKS 


In clc3ing, I want to give special thanks to Linda Huntington who took 
Lillia: Smith's place as Office Assistance. With no previous Municipal 
Government experience Linda, in one year, has become a great asset to the 
Tew: Iffice. I also give my thanks to the Board of Selectmen and to all the 
individuals that serve on the various Boards and Committees. All these 
people deserve a great deal of credit as the process of policy making is 
sometimes tedious, time consuming, and sometimes thankless.

Note 1: Summary of Significant Accounting Policies 


The Town of Greenbush operates under a Town Manager-Selectmen form of 
government and provided the following services: general administrative 
services, public safety, highways and streets, sanitation, health and social 
services, culture-recreation and education. 


The accounting policies adopted by the Town of Greenbush conform to 
generally accepted accounting principals as applicable to governments. The 
following is a summary of the more significant policies: 


Fund Accounting 


The accounts of the town are organized and operated on a fund basis 
utilizing the two fund categories - governmental and fiduciary. Each fund 
type is an independent fiscal and accounting entity with a self-balancing set 
of accounts recording cash and/or other resources together with all related 
liabilities, obligations, reserves, and equities. The various funds are 
grouped, in the financial statement in this report, using the two basic fund 
categories and four basic fund types. 


Governmental Funds 


1. General Fund - The general fund is the general operating fund of the 
town. It is used to account for all financial transactions not properly ac- 
counted for in another fund. 


2. Special Revenue Funds - Special revenue funds are used to account 
for the proceeds of specific revenue sources(Other than special assessments) 
or to finance specific activities as required by law or administrative regu- 
lation. The Federal Revenue Sharing, Highway Block Grant, and The Education 
Fund are reported under this fund type. 


3. Capital Projects Funds - Capital projects funds are used to account 
for the receipts and disbursement of moneys used for the acquisition or con- 
struction of capital facilities and other fixed assets other than those 
financed by special assessment and enterprise funds. Parks and Recreation, 
Fire Equipment, and Highway Improvements are reported under this fund type. 


Fiduciary Funds 


Trust Funds - Trust funds are used to account for assets held by the town 
as trustee or agent. The expendable trust fund is treated for accounting meas- 
urement purposes in a manner similar to a governmental fund. The non-expend- 
able trust fund is accounted for in the same manner as a proprietary fund. 
Cemetery Trust, and Ministerial and School Trust are accounted for within this 
fund type. 


Account Groups 
"Groups of Accounts" include one used to record and control, in a separ- 


ate self-balancing group of accounts, the town's unmatured general "long- 
term debts". 
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Notes to Financial Statement Con't 


The Town of Greenbush has not maintained a record of general fixed assets 
and, accordingly a statement of "general fixed assets", required by generally 
accepted accounting principles, is not included in the financial report. 


Basis of Accounting 


The "basis of accounting" refers to the point in time when revenues, 
expenditures or expenses(as appropriate), and the related assets and liabil- 
ities are recognized in the accounts and reported in the financial statements. 
In other words, the "basis of account"’ determines the timing with which the 
accounting system recognizes transactions. 


All governmental funds and expendable trust funds are accounted for using 
the modified accrual basis of accounting. Their revenues are recognized when 
they become measurable and available as net current assets. Expenditures are 
generally recognized under the modified accrual basis of accounting when the 
related fund liability is incurred. Exception to this general rule include 
principal and interest on general long-term debt which is recognized when due.

AMENDMENT TO 
JOINT EXERCISE POWERS AGREEMENT 
RELATIVE TO A REGIONAL SOLID WASTE MANAGEMENT FACILITY 
FOR THE PENOBSCOT VALLEY REGION 

WHEREAS, effective on or about June 4, 1982, the municipalities of Bangor, 
Brewer, Old Town, and Veazie, and subsequently the municipalities of Bradley, 
Bucksport, Hermon, Levant, Guilford, Glenburn, Eddington, Dexter, Milo, Holden, 
Brownville, Corinna, Greenbush, Newport, Orono, Winterport, Maxfield, and Lucerne- 
in-Maine contracted pursuant to the Maine Interlocal Co-operation Act, Title 30, 
Chapter 203, M.R.S.A. The purpose of this agreement is to provide for the planning 
and development of a cost-effective, environmentally sound and reliable solid 
waste management/resource recovery plan for the Penobscot Valley Region. 

WHEREAS, the agreement by its terms has a duration of two (2) years; 

WHEREAS, many of the signatory mmicipalities deem it to be to their mutual 
advantage to extend the duration of the present agreement for an additional two (2) 
years and to adjust the provisions for withdrawal contained in the present agreement; 

NOW THEREFORE, it is agreed by and among the undersigned municipalities that 
the present agreement pursuant to the Maine Interlocal Co-operation Act, Title 30, 
Chapter 203, M.R.S.A. hereby is amended to read as follows:

Town Meeting Results 


1983 Annual Town Meeting Minutes 


Greenbush Town Hall June 6, 1983 


The meeting was called to order by the Town Clerk at 10:00 a.m. Ballot 
Clerks had been previously appointed and were: Incoming — Veda Madden 

and Irene Haverlock, Outgoing - Patricia Sherman and Sharon Carroll. 

The clerk read the call and return portions of the Warrant and then read 
Article 1 calling for the election of a Moderator to preside at said meeting. 


ARTICLE 1. 


Belmont Luce was nominated for Moderator. No others were nominated. 

Eleven (11) votes were cast, nine (9) for Belmont Luce and two (2) defective. 
Belmont Luce was thus elected and duly sworn in as Moderator by the Town 
Clerk. The Moderator then read Articles 2 & 3 and declared the polls to 
open at 10:00 a.m. for the purpose of electing the Municipal Officers and 
voting on enactment of the "Municipal Recreation Board Establishment Ordinance". 


ARTICLE 2. 


To choose by Australian Ballot, according to the provisions of Title 30, 
Section 2061, MRSA: 
One Selectmen who shall be an Assessor and Overseer of the poor for a 
term of three (3) years. 
One Superintending School Committee Member for a term of three (3) years. 
Elected Selectmen, Assessor, and Overseer of the poor for a term of 
three (3) years was Scott M. Madden, who received 54 votes. The other 
two declared candidates were, Arlene Banks, who received 44 votes, and 
Susan Buchanan, who received 22 votes. Elected as a member of the 
Superintending School Committee for a term of three (3) years was 
Winfield V. Spencer who received 93 votes. There were no other declared 
candidates. 


ARTICLE 3. 


To determine by secret ballot the following referendum question: 
Shall on ordinance entitled "Municipal Recreation Board Establishment 
Ordinance" of the Town of Greenbush be enacted? 
The Municipal Recreation Board Establishment Ordinance was approved. 
The vote being 73 infavor, 42 opposed. 
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Note: The Moderator declared the meeting adjourned and directed the 
voters to reconvene at the Helen S. Dunn School Gymnasium on Tuesday, 
June 7, 1983 at 7:00 in the evening to act on the remainder of this 
warrant.

Note: The Moderator called the meeting to order at 7:00 p.m. The 
Moderator announced the results of the voting on Articles 2 and 3. The 
Town Manager presented a brief summary of the 1983-84 Budget. 


ARTICLE 4. 


It was moved, duly seconded and voted to approve the Regional Vocationaal 
Budget as approved by the Cooperative Board for the year beginning 7/1/83 
and ending 6/30/84 in the amount of $1,332,033. The question was 
determined by a hand vote with 27 infavor, O opposed. 


ARTICLE 5. 


It was moved, duly seconded and voted to appropriate $150.00 for Adult 
Education to be paid as tuition to the Old Town School Department. 


ARTICLE 6. 


It was moved, duly seconded and voted to appropriate from state/local 
allocation for the period 7/1/83 to 6/30/84 for school purposes 
$443,547.00. The local share is $86,153.00. The state's share is 
$357,394.00. 


ARTICLE 7. 


It was moved, duly seconded and voted to appropriate for local leeway 
$36,363.00. The local share is $10,100.00. The state's share is)$26,263,00. 


ARTICLE 8. 


It was moved and duly seconded to appropriate $23,891.00 for local 
participation without state participation. School Board member Charles 
Adams was asked a question concerning the budget that he could not answer 
and requested that Mr. Lewis be allowed to speak. It was moved, dnly 
seconded and voted to allow Mr. Lewis to speak. Mr. Lewis went through 
the school budget quickly indicating those few items that might be cut 
without seriously effecting current school programs. The question was 
moved and 16 voted infavor, 20 opposed. The article was defeated. It 
was immediately moved, duly seconded and voted to reconsider Article 8. 
It was moved, duly seconded and voted to appropriate $12,000.00 for 
local participation without state participation.

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Fire Chief's Report 


To the Citizens of Greenbush: 


The year 1983-84 to date, shows an increase in fires over 1982-83. 
They are broken down as follows: 


Chimney 7 Forest Fire 1 
Structural 1 Unknown Origin 2 
Electrical 2 Arson 2 


Auto Fires 2 


Greenbush 1 answered 19 fire calls. Greenbush 2 from Cardville Station 
answered 23 calls. Some of the fires were out when we arrived. Both 
trucks respond to in-town fires. Our radios have been a great help when 
only one truck is needed. 


Early detection is very important in any fire situation. This was the 

case in the two arson fires. The first being the Swedburg residence on 

the Greenfield Road. The other was the former Cunningham place, now owned 
and renovated by Forest Madden. The Fire Marshall's Office has an on going 
investigation into both of these fires. 


We recently purchased some new 2%'' hose to go with our new pump acquired 
last year. This makes a real good set up for filling our tank trucks, 

and for direct attacks where water is handy. We are slowly getting equipped 
with good equipment. 


We now have a Mutual Aid Agreement with Passadumkeag, which should be 
beneficial to both departments. They have some good equipment and have 
been on standby for us on some occasions. Cooperation between small towns 
is almost a must in this age of inflation. With this Mutual Aid Agreement 
we help each other and no money changes hands. 


Stickers are available at the Town Office for your phones with the Fire 
Department number on them. If you don't have one, or your old one is 
fading out, please get a new one. We are at your service, but if you 
don't know who to call, we can't help. 


Feel free to visit us at oneofour monthly meetings. We would be glad to 
show you the equipment and answer any questions you might have. We meet 
on the 3rd Tuesday of each month. 


In closing, once again I want to thank the men who make up our organization.

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Hazardous Waste Site Update 


REPORT ON THE STATUS OF THE LOW-LEVEL NUCLEAR WASTE DISPOSAL 
AREA ON LANDS OF THE STATE FOREST NURSERY AT GREENBUSH 


MAY, 1984 


The Department of Conservation and Environmental Protection effectively sealed this 
low-level nuclear waste disposal site on the 28th of June, 1983. For practical 
purposes, the Greenbush low-level radioactive waste disposal site can now be con- 
sidered safely and securely closed. 


It should also be noted that no contaminants derived from materials buries at the 
landfill have ever been found in either monitoring or household wells in the vicinity 
of the site. Nevertheless, the following actions have been taken: 


we oealing the Site 


A 40'x40' area in which the radioactive waste is buried, and a considerable sur- 
rounding strip, were regraded to a uniformed slope 1/4" per foot to the south- 
west. Then a 60'x60' square plastic sheet was carefully unfolded over the area. 
The specifications for this plastic sheet are: industrial grade Hypolon liner, 
reinforced with polyester yarn, and 36 thousandths of an inch thick. It had 
dielectrically welded seams and a 200 pound minimum breaking strength, and is 
considered to be immune from breakdown by ultraviolet light or rodent damage. 

It is intended to keep out all rainfall and snowmelt from the buried materials. 
Without the water running through the soils, there can be no possibility of 
leaching, and, therefore, no possibility of contamination of the ground water 
beneath the surface. 


After laying the liner, the entire site was covered by 6" of sand, which was 
then seeded. The site will be maintained by the Nursery free of deep-rooted 
vegetation. 


Dr. James R. Cook of the University of Maine's Chemical/Radiation/Laboratory 
Safety Office and Peter Garrett of the Maine Department of Environmental Pro- 
tection supervised this procedure. 


2. Continued Monitoring of the Site 


Hydrogeologic studies in the area have shown that water flows south beneath and 
along the ridge on which the Nursery buildings are located. The Department of 
Environmental Protection will test its #1 monitoring well annually for three 
years. The first tests have shown no contaminants.

The investment in the waterproof cap assures the long-term integrity of the 
site and, together with the periodic monitoring of the test well, ensures that 
the site will not be a hazard to residents of the area.

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Recreation Committee's Report 


To the Citizens of Greenbush: 


The Recreation Committee met ten times during 1983-84. In its two years 
since being formed the Committee will bring to realization in 1984 two 
projects that it has been working on. 


At a Special Town Meeting on December 12, 1983, it was voted to fund the 

Town's 50% share of the Cardville Playground and ballfield project. If 

approved the Federal Grant will be in the amount of $12,330.00 and the 

cost to the Town will be $6,115.00. The application for funding has been 

given initial approval by the State before being given to the Federal 

Government for final approval and funding. The committee is very optimistic 

that the application will be approved and the project completed by August 31, 1984. 


The second project which will be completed by July 1, 1984, is the Greenbush 
Picnic Area - Boat Landing. This project, with 100% funding from the State, 

was also approved at the Special Town Meeting in December. The State 

Department of Parks and Recreation will provide construction costs of $10,000.00 
and the Town will provide annual maintenance costs of an estimated $500.00. 

It is hoped that the residents of Greenbush will enjoy this area on the 
Penobscot River during the Summer months. 


The skating rink did not turn out to the Committee's expectations this past 
winter due to the thaw and unseasonal temperatures in February. 


The Recreation Committee will provide a Summer Recreation Program for the 
children. This year the program will feature weekly trips to Morgans Beach, 
cook outs, weekly trips to interesting sites, new games and projects for 
all the children. By making the summer program more interesting and fun 
for the children it is hoped that the attendance will increase this year.

In short, it has been an exciting, sometimes frustrating, mostly rewarding, 
and very busy first year for me - one which I have enjoyed thoroughly but 
do not necessarily want to repeat! 


Financially, it has been a good year for the Greenbush School 
Department. There have been no unexpected major costs. As a result, 
the department will close the year with a modest balance. The balance, 
however, is substantially less than the balance of a year ago. 


The 1984-85 budget calls for a substantial increase. The Greenbush 
School Committee worked very hard to hold the request for next year at 
a reasonable level but the anticipated secondary enrollment for next 
year made this a very difficult task. We are anticipating eleven more 
secondary students next year than we have now. 


It appears that Greenbush will continue to experience a growth in 
secondary enrollment over the next few years. A table projecting these 
enrollments through the 1980's is included for your information. 


On behalf of the School Committee, I urge you to support this budget 
request. Any further reductions will have a direct impact on the programs 
for the students in grades K-8 and/or the maintenance of the Dunn School. 


In closing, I thank you for your support this year. I have really 
enjoyed working with the Dunn School staff and the Greenbush School 
Committee. I look forward to my first Greenbush Town Meeting and my 
second year as your Superintendent of Schools.

Principal's Report 


The 1983-84 school year opened with an enrollment of 184. This was 
an unexpected decrease caused by the moving of a few families that had 
eight students and a low enrollment of Kindergarten children. The school 
population has since climbed to 189 students and has remained stable at 
that number. It is difficult to forecast, but we do have a large Kindergarten 
class registered for the fall. Because of this we do expect to open in 
September over the 200 mark. 


The staff of fulland part time teachers has remained at seventeen. 
Of this total six are part-time; these include: Physical Education, Speech 
Therapy, Classroom and Instrumental Music, and Algebra 1. Our kindergarten 
has been a half time position this year due to the size of the class. This 
will be changing to full time and two sessions for the next school year. 
Resource and Chapter I have continued to operate very well with no change 
in personnel. Our staff currently includes one hot lunch person, two 
janitorial workers and a school secretary. Our school health services are 
currently being provided on a contract basis by Rural Pediatrics from the 
Eastern Maine Medical Center. 


Our three-year plan of purchasing new textbooks in grades K-5 is almost 
complete. Most of the major subject areas have been updated. We hope to 
purchase new spelling and replacement texts for the coming school year. 
Computer assisted instruction is also being used throughout grades K-5 
as well as individualized plans for students that have difficulty with every 
day classwork. 


The Junior High is another area that is about finished in updating textbooks. 
Grade 8 Social Studies and Spelling will be the areas of concentration next year. 
Computer Science has been added as a regular subject to our grades 6-8, with all 
students required to take computer programming using the B.A.S.I.C. language. 


Our extra curricular program has been extremely successful this year. 
This program has included soccer, basketball, softball, and student council 
which are all connected to academic and student performance. 


The Chapter I program, which is designed to assist students in Reading, 
has continued to be successful. Assisting teachers in other subject areas are 
our resource teacher and speech therapist whom we share with other Union #90 
towns. 


The hot lunch program was changed last year due to a deficit that was growing 
because of the ''free lunch for all" program. I am pleased to report that the 
deficit has been erased and it is our hope that the program can be completely 
self-sustaining by the 1985-86 school year. Mrs. Betters, our head cook, has 
not only provided nutritious and appetizing meals, but is to be commended for 
her efforts to keep the program under fiscal control. Because of the change in 
the hot lunch status our total number of meals served from 7/1/82 to 6/30/83 
has decreased to 29,109. 
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Our building maintenance has continued to be second to none in the area. 
The staff and students are very proud of our school and the way it looks; this 
reflects the fine job that our janitorial staff is doing. 


The school is growing and improving every year. However, certain problems 
are beginning to develop because of our rapid growth. If you examine this 
years budget it is easy to find an increase. The major reason for this is our 
high school tuition and vocational education accounts. In short, we are sending 
more students to high school (due to rapid growth and academic training) than ever 
before. While we have tried to hold the spending line there is nothing this school 
can do about the influx of high school students. We will continue to try and 
hold the line on spending and maintain our academic standards. 


In conclusion, it is my hope that our growth will level off and our staff 
will remain stable so we may get even better as a school. We are committed to 
providing the best education possible for all of our students. I wish to thank 
the School Committee, the Superintendent, and residents of Greenbush for all 
their support. With this continued support our school will progress to the level 
of excellence we are all striving for.

Special Education Report 


A school and a family have alot in common. We both want the best for 
"our" children. We watch with pride "our" children grow and develop. 
One child seems to learn very quickly and another needs more time. One 
tries patience daily, questions and challenges everything. Sometimes we 
wish all our kids were quiet and obedient all the time but life would be 
dull then. The school recognizes the unique differences of "their" 
children ‘just as parents have recognized these differences as their children 
' went from infant to toddler to preschooler. We, teachers, and parents, 
know that children develop and grow at different rates and learn in many 
different ways. 


Special education is that part of the public school that does what 
the classroom teacher wants to do but cannot because he/she has as many 
as, if not more than, twenty children all at one time to teach. Classroom 
teachers request special education help for their youngsters because the 
student needs more individual help, different kinds of instructional 
materials, and sometimes a special kind of instruction. 


As you look at the Special Education budget in the Town book this year, 
I want to remind you that it is for elementary and secondary even though 
Union #90 operates only elementary schools. In terms of comparison, the 
Union #90 overall special education budget is about 7% of the total local 
budget. That means for every $100.00 spent out of local funds $7.00 are 
spent in the area of Special Education. As I look at the number of students 
receiving some type of Special Education service the comparison is for 
every 100 students from Union #90 grades K-12 about 9 students are getting 
Special Education instruction. 


This year Union #90 students who received Special Education for some 
or all of their schooling will be graduating from high school. I camnot 


but wonder if Special Education is one of the reasons these students will 
be receiving a diploma. I hope so.

The 1983-84 school year began with a 7% increase in student enrollment 


at Southern Penobscot Vocational School. 


Over 530 students have been 


enrolled this past year in the nineteen programs at the facility and 
approximately 200 additional students have enrolled in the cooperative 
education programs at the local high schools in the region. This is a total 
of over 700 students participating in Region #4 vocational programs. 


We are also pleased to report that the annual follow-up study 
conducted on placement of the 1983 graduates indicated the following 


statistics: 


173 students were graduated with 76% working in related 


fields, attending post secondary or entered the military; 18% were found 
to be working in unrelated fields; 4% were unemployed; 1% were disabled; 
and 1% were post graduates at a local high school. 
is the result of the time and effort put in by the instructors of Region #4 
in their attempt to place each and every student who acquires the necessary 
skills for entry-level employment. 


This positive report 


In addition to this accomplishment, we are also proud that the 
Southern Penobscot Vocational School, along with Portland Regional Vocational 
Center, has been chosen as one of the sixty schools in the nation as a pilot 
site for a vocational education project entitled "Principles of Technology". 
This two-year project is designed to improve high school vocational education 
students' skills in math and science in such technical areas as electronics, 
machine tool, hydraulics, etc. 


The following is a list of the twenty programs offered to students: 
Cooperative Vocational Education, Data Processing, Blueprint Reading and 
Drawing, Marketing and Distributive Education, Food Service, Nursing Aide, 
Printing, Auto Mechanics, Small Engine Repair, Hydraulics, Heavy Equipment

Adult Education Report 


UNION #90 


Old Town Adult Education continues to serve the needs of the people in the 
area, and Union #90 residents continue to support the program. Nearly 900 
people took advantage of our services and of these, 48% were from Union #90. 
Our graduating class of 44 includes 17 from Union #90. The cap and gown 
ceremony to be held May 10, 1984 at the J.A.L. Junior High Gym will be the 
culmination of years of hard work for these people. Many more will graduate 
in the years to come. 


Many people seek to further their education so as to secure employment. An 
added feature of our program is to provide job placement services to the people 
in Old Town and surrounding commmities. This past year, employment was found 
for 93 area residents, changing their status from tax recipient to tax payer. 
This further illustrates that adult education does not cost - it pays. 


Union #90 communities have always paid their fair share to adult education 
and this has resulted in a good working relationship among the conmmumities. 
We have provided a low-cost second chance for the adult who was unable to 
complete his education the first time through. Old Town benefits from this 
relationship also. Because of the influx of Union #90 students, there has 
been a better flow of ideas in the classes. Also, classes that might otherwise 
have been cancelled, have been allowed to run due to Union #90 enrollment. 
We have also been able to offer a wider range of courses due to increased 
participation. It is because of this Union #90 support that Old Town Adult 
Education is so successful. We are pleased to be able to continue to serve 
the needs of area people.

Town Manager's Report 2 


TO THE CITIZENS OF GREENBUSH 


I am pleased to present to you the 1984-85 Annual Town Report of the Town of 
Greenbush. This report contains information on the activities of the various 
Boards and Officials that comprise your Local Government. I hope you find each 
report and financial statement, contained herein, interesting and informative. 


FINANCES 


The Town's financial condition over the last year remained very strong. Income 
and expenditure estimates remain well within the budgeted amounts with the ex- 
ception of interest income and Road Improvement Note expenditures. 


Increased interest income is a direct result of proceeds from the $170,000.00 
Road Improvement Note sold to Norstar Bank on August 1, 1984 and participation 

in Norstar's Cash Management Program beginning December 1, 1984. Only $70,000.00 
from the Note were expended prior to the end of the Construction season last 
December leaving $100,000.00 available to invest. Interest earned on this money 
to date totals more than $7,500.00. Participation in Norstar Bank's Cash Manage- 
ment Program also resulted in an increase in Interest income. The Program keeps 
a minimum balance in the General Fund checking account investing any amount over 
the minimum in Certificates of Deposit or Short Term Notes at better than average 
interest rates. 


Because the Road Improvement Note was sold after the start of the current Fiscal 
year, the first principal payment will not be due until after the start of the 
1985-86 Fiscal year. As a result of this payment schedule, the Note Repayment 
Account will have an unexpended balance of $33,200.00 at the end of this Fiscal 
year. This unexpended Balance will lapse to the Fund Equity Account on June 30th. 
The Selectmen propose that the money be reappropriated to fund part of the 1985-86 
Municipal Budget. 


At the 1984 Annual Town Meeting it was voted to borrow $170,000.00 to fund several 
Road Improvement projects. The Town was able to sell a Municipal Note to Norstar 
Bank for the authorized amount with a fixed interest of 8% for a period of five 
years. Norstar Bank was the only Bank of offer a fixed interest rate. 


In looking to the future, the Town's Financial picture looks good with the except-— 
ion of possible elimination of Federal Revenue Sharing Program . The Town receives 
over $15,000.00 annually through this Program. To reduce the impact of the loss of 
these funds, the Selectmen have purposely left a higher Fund Equity Balance in the 
proposed 1985-86 Municipal Budget. On the positive side, the State Legislature 

has increased funding of the State Revenue Sharing Program and proposed an increase 
in the Local Road Assistance Program from $3,500.00 to $3,750.00 per mile or $47,00I 
per year for Road Maintenance and Reconstruction. 


ASSESSING 


The Town of Greenbush was last Revalued in 1978. Since then, Sales ration studies 
have shown a disparity between assessed value and market value. Last years study 
found that homes in Greenbush on the average sold for 15% more than the assessed 
value. To bring the value of properties in line with the market value, the Assesso 
are planning to conduct a Property Value Equalization Program in 1986. As part of 
this Program, all improved properties will be reviewed and repriced and the Propert

hough this years Municipal Valuation is estimated to be in excess of $11,000,000.00, 
. reduction in the value of property classified as Tree Growth resulted in an esti- 
ated Loss of Value of $100,000.00. However, this loss in value could easily be 

ade up with the assessment of Personal Property. 


SOLID WASTE 


the Town has participated in the Penobscot Valley Solid Waste Project for the last 
wo years. Greenbush is one of twenty two project Communities investigating the 
levelopment of a waste to energy project in the Bangor area. In March, the project 
jommunities voted to contract with Penobscot Energy Recovery Company (PERC) for the 
mcineration of Solid Waste. Final details of the Project are now being worked out. 
the Selectmen anticipate calling a Special Town Meeting later in the Summer for the 
yurpose of voting on participation in the Incinerator Project and approval of a 
Jaste disposal Contract between the Town and PERC. 


fhe Town officially stopped burning Solid Waste at the Landfill Site last June in 
yrder to be in compliance with State regulations on Solid Waste disposal. 


\s a result, the cost of maintaining the site has significantly increased due 
primarily to the additional cover material required. Increased volume as a result 

9f not burning, is also rapidly using up the limited space available for the disposal 
9f Solid Waste. 


Jue impart to the space limitations and other site restrictions, the Selectmen have 
developed a plan for closing the Landfill should the Town vote to do So. Article 
24 of the Annual Town Meeting Warrant addresses this question. 


ROADS AND BRIDGES 


After several years, the Selectmen voted to initiate Legal action to obtain a 
Decleratory Judgement of Abandonment for the Porter Road and a portion of the Old 
Military Road near Boom Brook Bridge. The Selecmen were authorized to take this 
action at the 1980 Annual Town Meeting. The Legal Proscess is almost complete and 
none of the abutters have opposed the action to date. 


Official acceptance of the Bixby Road, so called, will be completed when Diamond 
Occidental Forest, Inc. signs the Deed of dedication and the Deed is recorded. 


_— oO, and Resurfacing of the Old River Road was completed last Fall with 
oney from the Road Improvement Note. Ditching and shoulder improvements along 
the Cardville Road was initiated with the last mile on the south end completed. 
The remaining work to be done is expected to be completed by June 30, 1985. The 
remaining work includes ditching, culverts, shoulder improvement and resurfacing. 


SONCLUDING REMARKS 


In closing, I want to give special thanks to Patricia Ramsey, the new Office Assistant, 
sho typed this report and Linda Huntington Rand for her assistance during the last year. 
I also give my thanks to the Board of Selectmen and to all the Individuals that serve 
on the various Boards and Committees that constitute your Local Government. All these 
2veople deserve a great deal of credit as the process of policy making is sometimes 
tedious, time consuming and thankless.

Note 1: Summary of Significant Accounting Policies 
: eee ACCOUNT INE FOL ReMes) 


The Town of Greenbush operates under a Town Manager-Selectmen form of 
government and provided the following services: general administrative 
services, public safety, highways and streets, sanitation, health and social 
services, culture-recreation and education. 


The accounting policies adopted by the Town of Greenbush conform to 
generally accepted accounting principals as applicable to governments. The 
following is a summary of the more significant policies: 


Fund Accounting 


The accounts of the town are organized and operated on a fund basis 
utilizing the two fund categories - governmental and fiduciary. Each fund 
type is an independent fiscal and accounting entity with a self-balancing set 
of accounts recording cash and/or other resources together with all related 
liabilities, obligations, reserves, and equities. The various funds are 
grouped, in the financial statement in this report, using the two basic fund 
categories and four basic fund types. 


Governmental Funds 


1. General Fund - The general fund is the general operating fund of the 
town. It is used to account for all financial transactions not properly ac- 
counted for in another fund. 


2. Special Revenue Funds - Special revenues funds are used to account 
for the proceeds of specific revenue sources(Other than special assessments) 
or to finance specific activities as required by law or administrative regu- 
lation. The Federal Revenue Sharing, Highway Block Grant, and The Education 
Fund are reported under this fund type. 


3. Capital Projects Funds - Capital projects funds are used to account 
for the receipts and disbursement of moneys used for the acquisition or con- 
struction of capital facilities and other fixed assets other than those 
financed by special assessment and enterprise funds. Parts and Recreation, 
Fire Equipment, and Highway Improvements are reported under this fund type. 


Fiduciary Funds 


Trust Funds - Trust funds are used to account for assets held by the town 
as trustee or agent. The expendable trust fund is treated for accounting meas- 
urement purposes in a manner similar to a governmental fund. The non-expend- 
able trust fund is accounted for in the same manner as a proprietary fund. 
Cemetery Trust, and Ministerial and School Trust are accounted for within this 
fund type. 


Account Groups 


"Groups of Accounts" include one used to record and control, in a separ- 


ate self-balancing group of accounts, the town's unmatured general "long-term 
debts". 


Notes to Financial Statement Con't 


The Town of Greenbush has not maintained a record of general fixed assets 
and, accordingly a statement of "general fixed assets", required by generally 
accepted accounting principles, is not included in the financial report. 


Basis of Accounting 


The "basis of accounting" refers to the point in time wher revenues, 
expenditures or expenses(as appropriate), and the related assets and liabil- 
ities are recognized in the accounts and reported in the financial statements. 
In other words, the "basis of accounting" determines the ‘timing with‘whith the 
accounting system recognizes transactions. 


All governmental funds and expendable trust funds are accounted for using 
the modified accrual basis of acccunting. Their revenues are recognized when 
they become measurable and available as net current assets. Expenditures are 
generally recognized under the modified accrual basis of accounting when the 
related fund liability is incurred. Exception to this general rule include 
principal and interest on general long-term debt which is recognized when due.

|Ballot Clerks, previously appointed were Incoming - Irene Haverlock 
vand Patricia Sherman, Outgoing - Veda Madden and Weltha Smith. The 
Town Clerk read the call and return portions of the Warrant and then 
read Article 1 calling for the election of a Moderator to preside over 
the meeting. 


)Shawn Small was nominated for Moderator. No others were nominated. 
Eight (8) votes were cast, seven (7) for Shawn Small and one (1) 
blank ballot.

hat indicates that these chimneys should have been checked and cleaned more often. 


e find the easiest way to check a chimney for build up, is to open the clean out 

oor and hold a small mirror inside the chimney. Move the mirror around until you can 
ee the day light at the top. If there are any places that are starting to build up, 
hey can be seen easily. Then the chimney should be cleaned. 


his has been an unusually dry Spring and the forest fire danger remains high. 
rreenbush has a lot of slash area and high potential for wild fires. Any of you who 
appen to be in the woods, please be extra careful with cigarettes or other flammable 
haterials. It takes about five years for brush to rot down to where its not easily 
ignited. We must be thinking about fire safety at all times. 


fhe credit for our good fire record this year, goes once again to the people of 
reenbush. Many Towns around us were not as fortunate. The six o'clock news was 
n attest to that. Thank you for your cooperation in keeping fire incidence down 
nd I wish to give extra special thanks to the members of the Greenbush Volunteer

Planning Board Committee's Report 


The Greenbush Planning Board consists of 5 members and 2 alternates. There are 

no regularly scheduled meetings, but meetings are called when there is business 

to be presented to the Board. Five meetings were held during this past fiscal 
year. Because of the rapid growth and building in Greenbush since 1970, the board 
spent many hours putting together a building code that was presented at the 1984 
Annual Town Meeting. However, this ordinance was defeated and Greenbush is still 
open territory for whatever anyone wants to do on their land as long as they comply 
with State Law. These Laws can be obtained at the Town Office. 


A public hearing was held concerning non-coastal wetlands. Two subdivisions were 
approved and a permit granted to build an addition in a flood zone. 


Other concerns of the board are the Solid Waste Disposal problem and older individua 
sewage systems that obviously are not working. The Board is looking into applying 
for a Grant to improve these systems. 


At present, we are working on a road ordinance concerning new roads in subdivisions, 


New members for the Planning Board are always needed. At the present time, there 
are two openings, so if you are interested, contact the Town Manager.

Superintendent of School's Report 


To the Residents of the Town of Greenbush: 


It has been a very good year for the Greenbush School Department. As you will 
note in Principal Woodman's report, the Dunn School staff is working hard in its 
ongoing effort to provide high quality instruction and programs for the Students 
of Greenbush. I commend Fred and his staff for what they have accomplished this 
year. 


A number of major improvements in the school facility wlil be completed by the end 
of June. These include a new clock/bell system, loaming and seeding of the play- 
ground and several projects which will reduce energy consumption in the building. 
As a result of an energy audit done this year and with the help of some federal 
matching funds, there will be new energy-efficient lights in the gymnasium, the 
classroom corridor and on the exterior of the building as well as new ceiling fans 
in the gym. 


Financially, everything has been positive this year. Thanks to an almost $11,000 
in additional state subsidy resulting from the unusual enrollment increase at the 
elementary level and a decrease in the secondary enrollment during the year which 
left a $20,000 balance in the secondary tuition account, the School Department will 
close the year with a balance of nearly $50,000. 


The 1985-86 budget is substantially larger but the local request will be nearly 
$11,000 less due to the large balance and a 13% increase in state subsidy. The 
bulk of the increases in the budget for next year will go toward salaries for the 
staff, secondary tuition, special education needs, new carpeting in the grade 2-5 
classrooms and wall lockers for the junior high students. 


On behalf of the School Committee, I urge your support of this budget. It will 
enable us to pay competitive salaries to our staff which should help us in our goal 
to retain our staff members and maintain continuity in our instructional program. 
We will have more secondary students next year then we have now and, as you can see 
in an accompanying table, secondary enrollment will likely continue to increase for 
the next few years. The budget also addresses new and ongoing special education 
needs of elementary and secondary students. The carpeting and wall lockers are 
these kinds of projects which are often "put off until next year" but whose time, 
we feel, has come. 


In closing, I waat you to know that I thoroughly enjoy working in Greenbush and 
look forward to my third year as your Superintendent of Schools. You have a fine 
group of teachers and support personnel at the Dunn School and excellent administ- 
rators in Fred Woodman, Principal, and Pat Bradbury, Director of Special Education. 
You also have a rather special School Committee member in Winfield Spencer who some 
how managed to maintain a sense of direction and purpose for the Committee through- 
out the year in spite of the turnover in membership. I sincerely thank him for his 
efforts and I thank all of you in Greenbush - staff, administrators, School Committ 
members, Town Manager Richard Jones, Selectmen and citizens — for your continued 
support.

Principal's Report 


As we predicted in last year's town report, the 1984/85 
school year opened with an enre]lment of over 200 students 
(202 to be exact). This increase was due to an unusually 
large Kindergarten class. Since opening day we have remained 
at that 200 pupil level. Our long range prediction, though 
difficult to forecast, is that we will probably continue to 
gradually increase in enrollment. 


The staff of full and part time teachers has remained at 
seventeen. Of this total five are part-time. These include 
physical eduction, speech therapy, classroom and instrumental 
music, and Algebra I. Our kindergarten position will remain 
full time due to the continued growth in enrollment both this 
year and in the foreseeable future. Resource and Chapter I 
continue to operate well, with no change in personnel. Our 
support staff currently includes one hot lunch person, two 
janitorial workers and a school secretary. Our school health 
services are being provided by Rural Pediatrics from the Eastern 
Maine Medical Center. 


We are continuing to upgrade and supplement our textbook 
series in grades K-5. It had been our hope to complete this 
project; however we do need more materials in selected areas. 
Computer assisted instruction continues to be used in many K-5 
classes as well as individualized plans for students who have 
difficulty with everyday classwork. 


The Junior High has updated one subject area and institu- 
ted a new program. A new spelling series was installed this 
year, and a study skills program his been added to the curric- 
ulum. Computer science has been enhanced by the use of a new 
student textbook and the addition of another computer. 


Our extra curricular program continues to benefit the 


majority of our students. The program includes soccer, basket- 
ball, softball, and student council. Participation in each is 
directly related to academic performance and student behavior. 


The Chapter I program which is designed to assist students 
in Reading has continued to be successful. Assisting teachers 
in other subject areas are our resource teacher and speech 
therapist whom we share with other Union #90 towns. 


The hot lunch program is operating very well since our 
change to free, reduced and fully paid format. Mrs. Yetters 
is to be commended for her diapeeed one meals and efforts to 
keep the program under fiscal control. The program is still 
not self-supporting due to the budget cuts in federal spend- 
ing; however, we will continue to try and attain this goal. 
The number of meals served from 7/1/83 to 6/30/84 has decreased 
to 149,792.

Building maintenance has continued to be outstanding. The 


staff and students are proud of our school and its appearance. 
This reflects the good job that our custodial staff is doing. 


The Helen S. Dunn School is continuing to struggle with 
growing pains. If we look at this issue, we will find that 
this is causing both teaching and storage space shortages. 


The influx_of new students has made us make minor adjustments 
in curriculum and behavioral areas. 


There are however many positive movements that have come 
about this year that will help the school become even stronger. 
Our staff is reaching a level of stability that we have not 


seen for a long time. Because of this stability, many Wednes- 
Jay afternoons were used to learn the concepts and techniques 


hat make up Mastery Teaching. The remaining “ednesday after- 
100ns have been used to complete the state-required self-evalu- 


ation of our entire program. From this we have developed afive 
year program of where we need to go during this span of time. 


In conclusion, we are pleased with the direction that our 
school is going, in spite of the fact we are growing. We remain 
committed to providing the best possible education for our 
students. I wish to thank the School Committee, the Superintend- 
ent, and the residents of Greenbush for all of their support.

therapist, or occupational therapist for their uniqueness but try not to make them 
feel different.

)Thisl1984-85 school year, 36 Greenbush students participated in some type of special 
education propgram. The K-12 education budget for next year is 10% of the total 
school budget. We continue to use State and Federal grants to enhance services. 

As budgets are developed each year, I continue to be impressed by the citizens on 

the School Board who do what they can to provide quality programs not just for special 
education but for all education. And, with consideration to the cost that will fall 
upon the taxpayers. That is not easy.

The Southern Penobscot Vocational School located at 200 Hogan Road 
in Bangor is currently completing its 5th year of operation. The Vocational 
Region is governed by an area Cooperative Board and Union #90 is ably represented 


by Jerry Goss. 


This Cooperative Board hires the Director, sets policies and proposes a 
budget to be acted on by the respective legislative units in the towns and 
cities of the Region. During the past year, the Board has made some economy 
moves concerning program offerings. Due to low enrollments, the Building 
Maintenance Program has been eliminated and the Plumbing and Heating Progran, 
as well as the Air Conditioning and Refrigeration Program, have been cut to one 
session per day instead of two sessicns. Following is a list of the programs 
and the number of sessions to be offered daily.

Town Manager's Report 


O THE CITIZENS OF GREENBUSH, 


In presenting this year's Annual Report, I would like to 
ake the opportunity to personally thank each and every resident 
or the welcome and acceptance that I have received in the Town. 
ecause of your goodwill and trust, my first year in Greenbush 
as been among the most rewarding in my life. 


The fiscal year 1985-86 has been a strong year for the Town 
f Greenbush. I feel we have responded well to the challenges 
f the changing environment in which our government operates to 
rovide residents with a unique balance of modern amenities and 
anagement with the rural character that we enjoy. The remainder 
f this report will review some of the major activities of our 
overnment during the past year, and point to areas of concern 
or future years. 


INANCE 


: As a result of good management in prior years, the Town of 
reenbush is in an extremely strong financial position as com- 

ared to Towns of similar size. Once again, as our Selectmen's 
eport shows, the Town has had no problems in holding expendi- 

ures below authorized appropriations, and our revenue picture 

ontinues to be strong. 


While certain revenues from the State such as Highway Block 
rant funding were revised to slightly under our anticipations 
f this time last year, increases in areas such as excise collec- 
ions and interest income on our investments have more than off- 
et this reduction. 


Moving into the second year of repayment on our $170,000.00 
oad reconstruction note with Norstar Bank, we have experienced 
0 undue fiscal constraint as a result of payments on principle 
nd interest. In fact, the $33,200.00 appropriated for note re- 
ayment in 1984 has served well as an unexpended balance in 
urther offsetting the short-term fiscal effects of note repay- 
ent . 


Still facing Cities and Towns across the nation is the im- 
ending loss of Federal Revenue Sharing funds. This challenge 
as been anticipated for the past two years, and Greenbush has 
aken steps to assure a gradual transition away from this source 
f revenue. In addition to attempting to develop fund equity to 
elp offset the loss, the proposed 1986-87 Federal Revenue Sharing 
udget has decreased approximately 30% to assist in the gradual 
ransition. 


TAX COLLECTION AND ASSESSING x4 


Tax collection for 1985-86 has progressed slightly above 
last year, at about the average rate, with the exception of ex- 
cise tax collections which have been very strong. 


A significant change with relation to taxation in Greenbush 
has occurred through the supplemental commitment of $2,922.92 
worth of personal property taxes in the year 1985. While the 
Town has functioned smoothly in the past without this collection. 
we can all be -proud of the effects of a personal property tax 
both in terms of bringing us in compliance with State Law and 
providing for a more equitable tax distribution. Although the 
sum of money is relatively small, its symbolic importance for 
fairness in our system of taxation cannot be understated. 


The continued close attention to equity as we enter into the 
second year of our revaluation program has been successful in 
guaranteeing an equitable tax distribution as this area affects 
the largest share of the Town's tax revenues. 


PLANNING AND DEVELOPMENT 


As you all know, the Christian Science Publishing Society i: 
presently constructing a shortwave transmission facility within 
the Town. After months of careful study of the project, citizen: 
gathered for a Special Town Meeting on March 10, 1986, at which 
time they voted to support the project by more than a two to one 
margin. Without putting a major burden on Town services, this 
development will provide a significant contribution to the Town’: 
tax base. 


Although tnis development is a positive step for the Town, 
we must be cautious with other large-scale development proposals 
that may follow. At present, the Town has no tools to exercise 
local control in meeting our goals to preserve the rural charact 
of the Town. In order to protect the Town from the negative im- 
pacts that may occur with large developments the tool of Site Pl: 
Review has been proposed for the coming year, and is included in 
the Town Meeting Warrant. While nothing will completely insulat 
the Town from the pressures of modern large scale development, 
Site Plan Review offers us a process to evaluate large developmet 
before they take place. Without a tool such as this, the future 
of your Town may not rest in your own hands. It should be noted 
however, that Site Plan Review is only geared toward larger deve. 
ments, and single and double-family residential households are 
exempted from its review. 


On December 19, 1985 the Town voted to contract with the 
enobscot Energy Recovery Company (PERC) to dispose of our solid 
aste at the proposed Waste-to-Energy facility in Orrington. 

ith construction of the facility due to start in early June, 
progress is moving rapidly. Our next step entails voting on 
hether or not to apply to join a proposed disposal district with 
ther PERC Towns. District formation could lower our annual solid 
aste fee. In the meantime, we are continuing to take steps to 
rovide for a smooth transition to the PERC system, including the 
initiation of curbside refuse pickup. 


OADS AND BRIDGES 


In 1985 the Town completed a major highway project in over- 
laying approximately six miles of. Cardville Road. This project 
ompleted improvements associated with our $170,000.00 five-year 
ote. 


In order to provide the best possible roads at the most eco- 
omical cost, we must take great care in aggressively pursuing our 
road maintenance program in order to properly manage our road sur- 
faces for longer life. 


Our next major road project is the paving of the Rocky Rips 
Road scheduled for 1986-87. 


A SPECIAL THANKS 


As I present you this year's report, I would like to give my 
very special thanks to the Board of Selectmen for their great deal 
of hard work and the support that they've given me as Town Manager, 
to the members of the other Boards and Committees whose commitment 
is a constant reflection of their community pride, and to Patricia 
Ramsey for her dedication in all of the support work which makes 
(the Town Office function smoothly.

Note 1: Summary of Significant Accounting Policies 


The Town of Greenbush operates under a Town Manager-Sel.ectmen form of 
government and provided the following services: general administrative 
services, public safety, highways and streets, sanitation, health and social 
services, culture-recreation and education. 


The accounting policies adopted by the Town of Greenbush conform to 
generally accepted accounting principals as applicable to governments. The 
following is a summary of the more significant policies: 


Fund Accounting 


The accounts of the town are organized and operated on a fund basis 
utilizing the two fund categories - governmental and fiduciary. Each fund 
type is an independent fiscal and accounting entity with a self-balancing set 
of accounts recording cash and/or other resources together with all related 
liabilities, obligations, reserves, and equities. The various funds are 
grouped, in the financial statement in this report, using the two basic fund 
categories and four fund types. 


Governmental Funds 


1. General Fund -— The general fund is the general operating fund of the 
town. It is used to account for all financial transactions not properly ac- 
counted for in another fund. 


2. Special Revenue Funds - Special revenues funds are used to account 
for the proceeds of specific revenue sources(Other than special assessments) 
or to finance specific activities as required by law or administrative regu- 
lation. The Federal Revenue Sharing, Highway Block Grant, and The Education 
Fund are reported under this fund type. 


3. Capital Projects Funds - Capital projects funds are used to account 
for the receipts and disbursement of moneys used for the acquisition or con- 
struction of capital facilities and other fixed assets other than those 
financed by special assessment and enterprise funds. Parks and Recreation, 
Fire Equipment, and Highway Improvements are reported under this fund type. 


Fiduciary Funds 


Trust Funds - Trust funds are used to account for assets held by the town 
as trustee or agent. The expendable trust fund is treated for accounting meas- 
urement purposes in a manner similar to a governmental fund. The non-expend- 
able trust fund is accounted for in the same manner as a proprietary fund.

It has been a relatively quiet year for the Greenbush School Department. _ 
The School Committee went through the entire year without any turnover in its. 
membership and the new members have gained both experience and confidence. |

The School Department appears to be facing a major long term problem at ie) 


revenues and roughly a 4% balance in the expenditure accounts. 


Dunn School - lack of sufficient space for the students and the programs 
provided them. While the enrollment at the school has remained relatively sole 
for the past three years, a pattern of growth in the primary grades is evide- 
Space needs for special education, the school library and various programs 
conducted by itinerant staff are already placing considerable pressure on th 
existing facility. For example, the library was moved to the stage midway | 
through the year to provide badly needed instructional space for the special 


education program. The School Committee considered requesting sufficient fils 


to lease a portable classroom unit to provide additional space for the Libriy 
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‘the 1986-87 budget. If,however, the present needs continue and there is 
Mieoificant growth in the school population, the School Committee and Town 
‘may well be faced with the necessity of finding ways to provide additional 
Mace at the school. on both a temporary and permanent basis. 

On belalf of the School Committee, I urge your support of the 1986-87 
school budget. The School Committee and I recognize that even though proposed 
expenditures for next year have been reduced by nearly $66,000, the budget 
increase is still substantial. After those reductions the gross budget is 
still up by $70,758 and the local request by $26,154. As has been the case for 
the past couple of years and will continue to be so during the next two years 

(see accompanying table), the largest single increase in the budget is in 
secondary tuition. Even with decreases in the vocational assessment and 

private tuition accounts, the overall increase in the secondary program account 
is $28,009. The next largest increase, nearly $27,000, is in the various salary 
accounts with approximately $24,000 of that amount being used to upgrade pro- 
‘fessional salaries as required by the state legislature. Increased costs for 
transportation, special education and liability insurance add another $17,200 
to the budget. Those are the most significant increases in the proposed budget. 

In closing, I want you to know that I continue to enjoy my work in the 

Town of Greenbush and look forward to my fourth year as your Superintendent of 
Schools. I thank all of you - citizens, town officials, school committee members, 
administrators and staff - for your continued support.

As the school year opened for 1985/86 our school population 
as down to 190 students in grades kindergarten through eight. 
§ usual it has grown over the 200 level during the school year 
nd currently stands at 197 stutents. At first glance it seems 
s though our population will remain fairly stable at approximately 
00 stucents per year. However, residents should be aware that for 


he last two years kindergarten classes have increased in size by 
ver 25%. Early registrations this year already show that this

Our staff currently numbers eighteen full and part time 
eachers.

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Building maintenance has continued to be outstanding. “he 
staff and students are proud of our school and its appearance. 
This reflects the good gob that our custodial staff is doing. 


The Helen S. Dunn School is still strugerling with growing 
pains. Enrollment increases in specific grades and areas have 
created a serious problen in terms of space. This issue mut be 
a dressed in the very near future. Coupled with this are some 
large capital outlay projects which will also need our attention 
in the years ahead. 


On the positive side we have made many improvements to the 
building which will result in energy savings as time goes on. 
I am a Beis specifically to the new lighting in the gym and 
old hallway along with the closing in of our exvosed doorways. 
The stability of the teaching staff and their use of Mastery 
Teaching techniaues has contri>uted greatly to a stronger 
curriculum and a better program for our students. 


In conclusion, the Helen S. Dunn School is a strong, 
progressive, learning institution. We can all be proud of 
our school and the direction it is taking. We remain committed 
to providing the best possible education for our students. I 
wish to thank the school committee, the superintendent, and the 
residents of Greenbush for all of their support.

F GREENBUSH: 


It is with pleasure that I submit to you my first Annual Report 
jor the Town of Greenbush. I wish to express my appreciation to the 
litizens of Greenbush for their friendliness. My sincere thanks to 
the Board of Selectmen for their support, patience and cooperation 
in the changes I have instituted. 


I trust that you will find this report informative as well as 
teresting. 
| The Town's financial condition remains strong. Income and 


i 


i estimates remain within the budgeted amounts. 


| The Christian Science Publishing Society has completed con- 
struction of the transmission facilities on the Bixby Road and 

started operations. This operation will provide a significant 
sontribution to the Town's tax base. Part of the work provided 

ny the Christian Science Publishing Society was to bring the Bixby 
toad up to town specifications. They invested thousands of dollars 
in that particular road. They have also made a generous contribution 
9£ $25,000 toward the repairs of the Rocky Rips Road. 


Road repairs planned within the Capital Improvement Budget are 
she Rocky Rips Road (surfacing) and the Goulds Ridge Road (resurfac- 
ing). It will be necessary to add gravel to the Spring Bridge Road 
In an annual basis. 


Tax Collection is average with excise taxes remaining very 
strong. There is an act going before the Legislature (LD166) which 
nay result in less excise tax monies being collected by Municipalities. 
[he act relates to the base for excise tax under the motor vehicle 
laws. The excise tax, presently based on the manufacturer's list 
Price, results in a tax of hundreds of dollars higher than if the 
excise tax were based on the value used for sales tax, which is the 
purchase price. This bill applies only to future registrations 
coming into the system. 


State Representative Clyde A. Hichborn actively pursued an 
amendment to the Tree Growth Tax Law. The reimbursement to Municipalities 
is presently 15¢ per acre. We had 19,440 acres classified in 1986. 


There are two people whom I wish to recognize publicly for the 
excellent job they have done. First Gayland Madden for the snow 
removal and sanding of our highways during such a severe winter 
and secondly, Philip E. Mahar for the smooth transition on curbside 
solid waste collection. 


The Newsletter will be issued on a monthly basis in an attempt 
to keep the townspeople informed. My sincere thanks to the individuals 
and businesses which contributed funds to support this venture. 


I have made an effort to improve the overall appearance of the Town 
by working towards the elimination of the automobile junkywards. 


Although progress has been made, this project is not finished to dat 


The Cardville Playground, now Michael Stevens Park, was relocat 
to the most northerly end of the lot. The Greenbush Forest Nursery 
is presently preparing a sign for the Park. This should be erected 
the time this report is printed. 


The Cardville Cemetery has been marked out. The Weld and Scott. 
Corner cemeteries are full and we will start the development of the 
Greenbush Cemetery addition this coming year. 


I will keep you informed by way of the Newsletter as to the devo 
ments in regard to the radioactive landfill near the State Nursery. 
Our thanks to Representative Hichborn and Senator Pearson for their 
interest in our situation as relates to this matter. 


A note of gratitude to those individuals who offered so much 
in assistance and the evacuation of our citizens during the flood 
of 1987. Public recognition as follows: Gayland Madden, Janis Madde, 
Greg Carroll, Richard Madden, Nelson Martin, Martin Carmichael, 
Ronald Lavoie, Dwayne Madden, Ryan Madden, Linwood Carroll and anyor 
else involved whose name I may have missed.

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PLANNING BOARD COMMITTEE’S REPORT 


TO THE CITIZENS OF GREENBUSH: 


The Greenbush Planning Board held nine meetings during the 
past year. 


Two subdivisions were approved and in another subdivision, 
a road, that has been under discussion for seven years was built 
to specifications and completed in September of 1986 by the 
developer. 


Under the Site Plan Review Ordinance, which was adopted 
at regular Town Meeting on June 11, 1986 by a vote of 26-16, 
one site plan was reviewed and approved. In November, in 
accordance with Section VII, General Provisions, A, of the Site 
Plan Review Ordinance, members changed the flat $250.00 fee to 
the following schedule, based on value of the structure: 


$ O-$ 10,000.00 $25.00 
$ 10,001-$ 50,000.00 $50.00 
: SPRATT Ee Ree ee 100.00 
100,001-$ and over 250.00 


Flood zone maps from the Water Resource Division, U. S. 
Geological Survey were reviewed by the Selectmen and Planning 
Board. As the printing on the maps was of poor quality and 
there were several errors, corrected maps were returned to 
the Department and corrections will be made as recommended. 


The State Plumbing Codes have been in effect for many years. 
However, there have been many illegal systems installed in Green- 
bush with no plumbing permits being obtained from the Plumbing 
Inspector. For one's own personal health and safety, proper 
sewage disposal is most important and citizens are urged to con- 
form to the State Laws regarding this matter. In future years, 
the sale of a person's home may be jeopardized because lending 
institutions will not mortgage property that does not have an 
approved septic system. 


The Board would like to see the approval of some type of 
building permit system adopted in the Town. 


The Board is finalizing the naming of town roads and streets. 
These will be published in the "Newsletter" in order to make sure 
that each road is correctly named. If you disagree, you are 
urged to call the Town Office with your information. Our goal 
is to have signs placed at intersections during 1988. 


One member attended an information meeting in Howland con- 
cerning the Babcock-Ultrapower woodfired plant in West Enfield. 
A by-product is wood ash and they need farm land, within trucking 
distance, to utilize this product. Use of this product is 
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strictly regulated by the Department of Environmental Protection. 


The annual fall meeting of the Penobscot Valley Council of 
Governments in Brewer was attended by members Eleanor Crouch 
and Patricia Sherman. Carol Day, a Gorham Town Councilwoman 
was guest speaker and delivered a message on Town planning that 
should have been heard by every person living in Greenbush. 
Gorham is situated near Portland and what was a small college 
Town is now over 10,000 in population and with that increase 
comes the strain on school and municipal services. She stressed 
that a Town near metropolitan areas cannot get zoning and buildin; 
codes in place fast enough. 


A few years down the road, as cities to the south of us grow 
people will be looking for land to expand on and land to put in 
new housing. A good example of encroaching growth in our area is 
the lowering of the speed limit from 50 mph to 45 mph on 
U. S. Route 2 from Costigan Village to the outskirts of Milford 
because of the many new homes and businesses being built on that | 
stretch of road. Like it or not, growth is coming to Greenbush 


too and now is the time to prepare for it. | 


Planning Board meetings are held at the Greenbush Town Hall 


on the 2nd Monday of each month with the exception of June, July 
and August. These meetings are open to the public.

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FIGURES IN AMERICAN FOLKLORE 


JOHNNY APPLESEED: John Chapman, 1774-1845; according 
to legend, wandered through Ohio, Indiana, and W. Penn- 
sylvania for 40 years, sowing seeds that producted the 
midwest orchards. 


BILLY THE KID: William H. Bonney, 1859-1881; range 
wart gunman and cattle rustler accused of 21 murders, the 
first before he reached his teens. 


CALAMITY JANE: Martha Jane Canary, 1852-1903; frontier 
character who in 1876 appeared in Deadwood, S. Dakota 
dressed in men's clothes, boasting of her exploits as a 
pony express rider and Army scout. 


HIAWATHA: c. 1550; chief of the Onandaga Indians, 
credited with founding the Iroquois Confederacy, and the 
hero of a well-known poem by Henry Wadsworth Longfellow.

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CLERK: ONE OF THE OLDEST GOVERNMENT PROFESSIONS 


The municipal clerk, along with the tax 
collector, is the oldest of public servants. The 
office can be traced to biblical times and even 
before. 

St. Paul and his followers during his missionary 
work in Persia (now Western Turkey) owed their 
safety to the action of a town clerk. As related in 
Acts XIX, 23-25, the artisans of Ephesus who 
made the idols of the time, feared the effect of 
Paul’s missionary work on their trade. They incited 
a mob to seize two of Paul’s followers. The town 
clerk, however, spoke out against this action and 
insisted that charges laid against these men had to 
be settled in the proper manner and before the 
proper authorities. There was no justification for 
riotous conduct. With that, he dispersed the crowd. 

Ancient Greece had a city secretary who read 
official documents publicly. At the opening of a 
meeting, one of his duties was to read a curse upon 
anyone who should seek to deceive the people. 

The early keepers of the archives were often 
called remembrancers, and before writing came 
into use, their memory was the public record. 

The title as we know it is derived from the 
middle ages. A “Clerk” was any member of a 
religious order, a “cleric”? or “‘clergyman.” Since, 
for all practical purposes, the scholarship of the 
Middle Ages was limited to the clergy, the name 
“clerk” came to be synonymous with “scholar.” 

The Office of Clerk can be traced back to the 
year 1272 A.D. in the History of the Corporation 
of Old London. In the 1500’s in England there was 
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not only the “Towne Clarcke”’ but also the “Cc 
Comptroller of the King’s Honorable Househo” 
In 1603, there was a “Clarke General of ¢ 
Armie.” King Henry the Eighth had a “Clark)f 
the Spicery”’ and King Charles had his “Clerlf 
the Robes.” 

When the early colonists came to America, ‘y 
set up forms of local government to which y 
had been accustomed, and the office of clerk is 
one of the first established. The colony:t 
Plymouth appointed a person to act as_a recor. 

Over the years, municipal clerks have becie 
the hub of government, the direct link betweerie 
inhabitants of their towns and their governmt. 
The clerk is the historian of his community, foie 
entire recorded history of the town and its pele 
is in his care. 

The eminent political scientist, Profior 
William Bennett Munro, writing in one of the'st 
textbooks on municipal administration, stated: 

“No other office in municipal service hzso 
many contacts. It serves the mayor, the ty 
council, the city manager (when there is one) nd 
all administrative departments without excep). 
All of them call upon it, almost daily, for :ne 
service or information. Its work is not spectacaf, 
but it demands versatility, alertness, accuracy nd 
no end of patience. The public does not rz 
how many loose ends of city administratiorhis 
office pulls together.” 

Those words, written 40 years ago, are ‘el 
more appropriate today.

Such information has been subjected to the 
auditing procedures applied in the examination of the general purpose and 
combining, individual fund, financial statements and, in our opinion, is fairly 
stated in all material respects in relation to the financial statements of each 
of the respective individual funds taken as a whole. 


The accompanying schedule of Federal Financial Assistance is presented for 
purposes of additional analysis and is not a required part of the general 
purpose financial statements. The information in that schedule has been 
subjected to the auditing procedures applied in the examination of the general 
purpose financial statements and, in our opinion, is fairly stated in all mat- 
erial respects in relation to the general purpose financial statements taken 
as a whole.

June 30, 1986 


Note 1: Summary of Significant Accounting Policies 


The Town of Greenbush operates under a Town Manager-Selectmen form of 
government and provides the following services: general administrative 
services, public safety, highways and streets, sanitation, health and social 
services, culture-recreation and education. 


The accounting policies adopted by the Town of Greenbush conform to 
generally accepted accounting principals as applicable to governments. The 
following is a summary of the more significant policies: 


Fund Accounting 


The accounts of the town are organized and operated on a fund basis 
utilizing the two fund categories - governmental and fiduciary. Each fund 
type is an independent fiscal and accounting entity with a self-balancing set 
of account recording cash and/or other resources together with all related 
liabilities, obligations, reserves, and equitied. The various funds are 
grouped, in the financial statements in this report, using the two basic fund 
categories and four fund types. 


Governmental Funds 


1. General Fund - The general fund is the general operating fund of the 
town. It is used to account for all financial transactions not properly ac- 
counted for in another fund. 


2. Special Revenue Funds - Special revenue funds are used to account 
for the proceeds of specific revenue sources (other than special assessments) 
or to finance specific activities as required by law or administrative regu- 
lation. The Federal Revenue Sharing, Highway Block Grant, and The Education 
Fund are reported under this fund type. 


3. Capital Projects Funds - Capital projects funds are used to account 


for the receipts and disbursement of moneys used for the acquisition or con- 
struction of capital facilities and other fixed assets other than those 
financed by special assessment and enterprise funds. Parks and Recreation, 
Fire Equipment, and Highway Improvements are reported under this fund type. 


Fiducia ry Funds 


Trust Funds - Trust funds are used to account for assets held by the town 
as trustee or agent. The expendable trust fund is treated for accounting meas- 
urement purposes in a manner similar to a governmental fund. The nonexpendable 
trust fund is accounted for in the same manner as a proprietary fund. Cemetary 
Trust, and Ministerial and School Trust are accounted for within this fund type. 


Account Groups 


"Groups of Accounts" include one used to record and control, in a separ- 


ate self-balancing group of accounts, the town's unmatured general "long-term 
debts",

Notes to the Financial Statements (cont'd) 


The Town of Greenbush has not maintained a record of general fixed assets | 
and, accordingly a statement of "general fixed assets", required by generally 
accepted accounting principles, is not included in the financial report. 


Basis of Accounting 


The "basis of accounting" refers to the point in time when revenues, 
expenditures or expenses (as appropriate), and the related assets and liabil- | 
ities are recognized in the accounts and reported in the financial statements. 

In other words, the "basis of accounting" determines the timing with which 
the accounting system recognized transactions. 


All governmental funds and expendable trust funds are accounted for using | 
the modified accrual basis of accounting. Their revenues are recognized when 
they become measureable and available as net current assets. Expenditures are 
generally recognized under the modified accrual basis of accounting when the 
related fund liability is incurred. Exceptions to this general rule include 
principal and interest on general long-term debt which is recognized when due.

Greenbush Town Hall June 10, 1986 


The Meeting was called to order by the Town Clerk at 9:00 A.M. 
Ballot Clerks previously appointed were Patricia Sherman-R, Weltha 
Smith-D, Veda Madden-R, and Dorothy Kennedy-D. The Town Clerk read 
the call and return portions of the Town Meeting Warrant, then read 
Article 1 calling for the election of a Moderator to preside over 
the Town Meeting.

Clared candidate, Carl A. Engellmann III received 88 votes. 


The Moderator declared the polls closed at 8:00 P.M. and ad- 
journed the Meeting, directing voters to reconvene at the Helen S. 
Dunn School Gymnasium on Wednesday, June 11, 1986 at 7:00 P.M. to 
act on the remainder of the Warrant.

sites. A High Level Radioactive Waste Dump anywhere in Maine will 
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have profound negative effects upon the agriculture, tourism, 
land values, businesses, health and character of our State. 


The transportation of High Level Radioactive Waste will 
also endanger the health and safety of over half of Maine's 
population. We, therefore, declare our total resistance to 
any plan to dump High Level Radioactive Waste in Maine, and 
pledge out support for, and unity with, the inhabitants of all 
designated communities.

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SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS’ REPORT 


To the Citizens of the Town of Greenbush: 

As another year draws to a close I want to thank all of you - citizens, town 
officials, school committee members, administrators and staff - for your support 
in our effort to provide the best education we can for the children of Greenbush. 

I particularly want to thank Steve Kingsbury for the job he has done this year. 
He had big shoes to fill and has done so quite ably. 

It has been a good year for the Greenbush School Department. Mr. Kingsbury 
highlights events at the Dunn School in his report. Financially, the School Depart- 
ment will close the year with a balance of approximately $55,000 as a result of 
$11,000 in additional revenues and a $44,000 or 5% balance in the expenditure 
account. The additional revenue was due to a larger than anticipated balance on 
6/30/86 and an increase in state subsidy. The balance in the expenditure accounts 
was due primarily to a significant but unexpected decline in secondary enrollment 
during the school year. 

The proposed 1987-88 budget of $866,318 represents a $103,444 or 13.6% increase 
over the current budget but the local request will be $22,132 or 13.6% less due to 
& substantial increase in state subsidy and a larger balance than we had a year ago. 
The largest increase in the budget is in the secondary tuition account where we are 
budgeting for two more students than we budgeted for last year and an anticipated 
increase in the tuition rate. The budget includes a temporary classroom unit to 
provide space for a first grade class and the school library. It also includes an 
additional first grade teaching position. Our enrollment in grade one next year 
will exceed 30 students and we need to divide the group into two classrooms. The 
budget also incorporates Greenbush's portion of the cost for an itinerant elementary 


Buidance counselor to be shared by the schools in Alton, Bradley and Greenbush.

On behalf of the Greenbush School Committee, I urge your support of the 
proposed 1987-88 budget. While there is no denying that the increase in the 
gross budget is substantial as we strive to meet the challenges presented by the 
Educational Reform Act and increased secondary costs, the local impact will be less 
thanks to the increase in state revenues. I might add that nearly $17,000 of the 
increase in state revenues is due to Principal Kingsbury's successful application 
for additional state funds through the state's Early Childhood Education program. 
These funds will be used to employ the teacher for the other first grade classroom. 

In closing, I again thank all of you for your continued support. I look forwarc¢ 
to my fifth year as your Superindent of Schools.

PRINCIPAL’S REPORT 


We opened the 1986-87 school year with an enrollment of 204 students 
in grades Kindergarten through eighth grade. Although enrollment has 
varied throughout the year it has consistently remained above 200 students. 
Currently we are at an enrollment of 201 students. Class sizes vary trom 
a low of 16 students to a high of 30 students (Kindergarten , both sessions). 
At this time we anticipate enrollment to increase to somewhere around 
210 Students. 


Our staff currently numbers nineteen full and part-time teachers. Of 
this total, six are part-time, these include physical education, speech 
therapy, physical therapy, classroom and instrumental music and Algebra I. 
Resource and Chapter I programs help our youngsters with special needs. 
Currently this program utilizes two teachers and a Chapter I aide. Our 
support staff includes one hot lunch person, two custodians, and a school 
secretary. Our school health services are provided by a part-time school 
nurse, and where additional services are necessary, Rural Pediatrics. 


With the acquisition of new equipment and materials we will be 
improving our science programs and increasing computer literacy at all level: 
In the Junior High we will complete the updating of science, social studies, 
textbooks, language arts, and algebra textbooks. Our language arts classes 
at all levels will be focusing on enhancing the connection between reading 
and writing. 


Our extra curricular program serves grades 5-8. The program at this 
time includes soccer, basketball, cheerleading, softball, student council 
and yearbook. The honor pass system is functioning very well. We 
anticipate a need to change from softball to baseball for boys as we are 
finding it increasingly difficult to locate ‘schools that continue to have 
softball programs. 


Our hot lunch program has received praise from the State Dept. We 
have started to make a salad bar available as a regular part of our 
hot lunch program. Student response to this addition has been quite 
positive. 


Our custodial staff is doing an excellent job of building maintenance. 
Staff and students take pride in the fact that visitors to our building ofte 
comment upon its appearance. 


Space needs must be addressed at the first grade level as we anticipate 
that class will be over thirty students. A mobile classroom will temporaril) 
solve this problem. We need to search for long term solutions that will 
address our increasing need for space. This will involve some rather large 
capital outlay projects in the very near future. 


As a community we can take a great deal of pride in the Helen S. Dunn 
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School. Our staff continues to improve instruction for all students 


with Mastery Teaching Techniques. We are developing programs for the 


gifted and talented and helping students with special needs through 

our Resource and Chapter I programs. With the support of the School 
Committee, the Superintendent and the residents of Greenbush the Helen 
S. Dunn School continues to be a progressive institution, responding to 
the educational needs for our young people. Thank you for helping us 
do the best job possible.

This ordinance repeals and replaces any municipal ordinance

60.3C 
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RADIOACTIVE WASTE ORDINANCE 


SECTION I. PURPOSE 


The regulations set forth in tnis ORDINANCE are adopted to: 


A. Provide for the protection of ground water and surface 
water quality through the control of radioactive waste 


handling storage or disposal; 


B. Protect the health, safety and welfare of the Citizens 
of Greenbush. 


SECTION II. LEGISLATIVE AUTHORITY 


A. Authority 


1. This ordinance is adopted pursuant to Home Ruie 
Powers as provided for in Article VII-A of the 
Maine Constitution and Title 30, M.R.S.A., Section 
1917; 38 M.R.S.A. 1310-A. 


Z This ordinance shall be known as the ''RADIOACTIVE 
WASTE ORDINANCE OF THE TOWN OF GREENBUSH, MAINE". 


B. Administration 


l. The Selectmen of the Town of Greenbush shall administer 
this ordinance. 


SECTION III. REQUIREMENTS 


A. Wastes defined as radioactive waste materials by 38 MR.S.A. 
Section 1451 B (6), (II) within the boundaries of the Town 
of Greenbush are prohibited. 


B. Also prohibited within the boundaries of the Town of Green- 
bush shall be any person, firm or corporation using or 
manufacturing a product which will result in the storage or 
disposal of radioactive waste. 


C. Any request for an exception to the prohibitions shall be 
submitted in writing to the Selectmen and brought to the 
whole Town of Greenbush, acting as a body politic, to be 
voted on by all registered voters present in a Town Meeting. 
Any person intending to construct or operate any temporary 
or permanent radioactive waste repository shall at least 
one (1) year prior to commencement of any construction or 
Operation, notify the Selectmen in writing of his or her 
intent and of the nature and location of the facility, 


together with any other information the Seiectmen may require. 
| 


D. Any testing or drilling pertaining to the siting of a 
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High-level Nuclear Waste Repository or a Low-level Nuclear Waste 
Repository within the town limits of Greenbush will be prohibited. 


STION IV. APPEALS 


A. An aggrieved party or landowner may appeal a decision to Superior 
Court within thirty (30) days from the final decision in accord- 
ance with Rule 80B of the Maine Rules of Civil Procedure. 


‘TION V. AMENDMENTS 


A. This ordinance may be amended by a majority vote of a Town 
Meeting. Amendments may be initiated by a majority vote of the 
Selectmen or on petition of 10% of the votes cast in the last 
gubernatorial election in the Town. The Selectmen shall 
conduct a public hearing on any proposed amendment.

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TOWN MANAGERS REPORT 


TO THE HONORABLE BOARD OF SELECTMEN AND THE CITIZENS OF THE TOWN 
OF GREENBUSH: 


It is with pleasure that I submit the 1987-88 annual report 
of the Town of Greenbush. Enclosed are reports from various boards, 
departments, and offices that represent and operate your local 
government. 


I began as Town Manager shortly after the 1987 annual town 
meeting. During the past year we have remained within the operating 
budget raised by the Town and estimated revenues are expected to 
meet their projected amounts by year's end. The Town's debt service 
for a 1984 highway improvement loan will be paid off in 1989 and 
money is requested in this year's budget to retire the note on our 
fire trucks. The Town of Greenbush continues to enjoy an excellent 
financial condition. 


The municipal portion of the 1988-89 budget request is below 
that which was raised last year. This is due primarily to a large 
decrease in the highway and streets account. During 1987 we recon- 
structed and paved the Rocky Rips Road and paved the Goulds Ridge 
Raod. No paving projects are planned for 1988 but money is requested 
to be set aside to reconstruct and pave a portion of the East Ridge 
Road in 1Voy, 


This year's annual Town Meeting warrant is set up somewhat 
differently than in past years. Articles requesting municipal 
appropriations do so by departmental account names. This will allow 
voters to compare requests more readily with the figures in the 
Auditor's report and with the expenditures of the present fiscal year. 
We have not broke down the departmental requests by specific accounts, 
below each warrant article. This has been done elsewhere in the town 
report under the heading Selectmen's Budget Recommendations where 
more room was available to do it in greater detail. Instead, below 
each article is the total request recommended by the Board of Selectmen 
and an itemization of the funding sources. 


One of the largest increases to the 1988-89 budget request falls 


under the Sanitation account. The Town will begin hauling solid waste 
to the PERC Plant in 1988 and the municipal landfill will not be 
accepting household wastes. It is expected that a second packer truck 


will be needed to haul the additional waste that residents formerly 
brought to the landfill themselves on Saturdays. This, along with the 
increased transportation distance has added to the contract price. We 
will also be paying tipping fees at the PERC Plant in 1988. 


The Town has already begun the initial steps in closing out the 
existing landfill site. On March 3, 1988, the Town hired Civil 
Engineering Services of Brewer to prepare a closure plan which is 
acceptable to the Department of Environmental Protection. It is 
anticipated that most of the physical work of closing the landfill to 
State specifications will be done in 1989 but, in the meantime, we 
will be working towards readying the landfill for final closure. 


In this year's warrant the Board is asking for $2000.00 to provide 
needed renovations to the town's cemeteries. This will be for work 
beyond the scope of normal cemetery upkeep and will be used for fence 
replacement, tree removals and some general work on grave site markers. 
Money for this project is being requested under a separate warrant artic 


Overall, if the town and school budgets are passed as proposed the 
1988 tax mil rate is not expected to increase from its .0098. 


A review of municipal activities and highlights of this past year 
include continued monitoring of the ground water near the hazardous 
waste landfill at the State Tree Nursery. On July 14, 1987 samples 
were drawn from the two on-site monitoring wells, as well as from four 
neighboring wells. The samples were sent to two different laboratories 
to be analyzed for radioactive and chemical contamination. Test resul 
indicated no contamination from the landfill has entered the ground wate 
On December 10, 1987 samples were drawn from the two monioring wells and 
again no contamination from the landfill was found. 


Representative Hitchborn and Senator Pearson introduced legislation 
this past session for the state geologist, with cooperation from the 
Department of Environmental Protection, to conduct a study of this site 
to determine its impact on the ground water and explore the feasibility 
of removing this material or develop a closure plan meeting all state 
and federal regulations. This resolve was passed by the 113th ippistate 
and work on the study is expected to begin this summer. 


The Christian Science Monitor Syndicate held an open house at WCSN | 
radio station on July 26, 1987 which was well attended by many townspeop 
In the spring of 1987 they made a $25,000 donation to the town which was 
used to help reconstruct and pave the Rocky Rips Road. This project was 
completed during the latter part of last summer. They have also offered 
to donate the former Banks property to the Town to be used for recreati 
and historical purposes. The Town voted the Board of Selectmen authorit 
to accept the property at a special town meeting in October. Presently 
the Town is still waiting for the Christian Science Monitor representat i 
to prepare the paperwork on the property. 


It seems certain that the State Tree Nursery in Greenbush will cloy 
its doors July 1st after 32 years of service. The Department of Conser} 
tion made that decision early this spring and despite efforts made by 
Representive Hitchborn, Senator Pearson and others to dissuade this 
action it appears likely. No decision has been made at this time on 
what will be done with this property but the Department of Conservation) 
is looking into other possible state uses and investigating the possibil 
of some private firm continuing its operation as a nursery. | 


The Board of Selectmen had a joint meeting with representatives 
of Grassroots Cable Systems, Inc., a firm from Portsmouth, New 
Hampshire, and the Passadumkeag Board of Selectmen this spring. The 
cable company is interested in supplying cable service to the two 
towns. The Board will be investigating this company's technical and 
financial qualifications and, if the situation warrants it, will call 
a special town meeting later in the year for the town to grant the 
Board authority to enter into a francise agreement for cable service. 


On March 28, 1988 Champion International Corporation presented 
Greenbush with a check for $41,000 to construct a portable classroom. 
This grant is part of Champion's Community Needs Assessment Program 
to provide support for local needs where its facilities are located 
and employees live. The portable classroom will help alleviate some 
of the overcrowding being experienced due to larger than normal classes 
entering the school system. 


In closing, I would like to thank the Board of Selectmen and other 
town board and officials which have had to bear with me during this 
first year; and to the citizens of Greenbush, as I've tried to 
familiarize myself with their names and faces and the various parts of 
town. Everyone has been most helpful and patient. A special thanks 
is given to Caran Johndro for her dedication to the town throughout 
the passed year and especially for her hard work and commitment in 
preparing this year's annual town report.

PLANNING BOARD REPORT 


TO THE CITIZENS OF GREENBUSH: 


The Greenbush Planning Board held ten regular meetings and one 
workshop during the past year. 


Gilbert Viitala and Patricia Sherman attended a Shoreland 
Zoning workshop in Hudson, and a Subdivision workshop in Bangor. 
A Planning Board workshop held at MPBN studios was video taped for 
towns to use as a reference and this was attended by Patricia Sher- 
man. An informational meeting at EMVTI on updating the Shoreland 
Zoning Ordinance was attended by Eleanor Crouch, Anthony Madden, 
and Patricia Sherman. "Planning Day', held in Bangor and sponsored 
by Penobscot Valley Council of Governments, offered four workshops 
at the all day conference. Basic Planning Board Training and Com— 
prehensive Planning workshops were attended by Eleanor Crouch and 
Patricia Sherman. The PVCOG annual fall meeting held in East Holden 
was attended by Eleanor Crouch and Patricia Sherman. 
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The Board is updating the Subdivision Regulations that were 
adopted by the Town of Greenbush in June, 1974. Barbara Brindle, 
a planner from PVCOG attended our April meeting. She had previously 
reviewed our subdivision regulations and presented a written list 
of articles that should be revised. We have had one workshop per- 
taining to this with more work to be done during the next few months. 


A comprehensive Planning Law was passed by both houses of the 
Legislature in April and by 1993, Greenbush will need to have a 
workable Comprehensive Plan in place. We do have a plan that was 
adopted in June 1974 that, with the exception of a section on roads, 
has not been updated in all these years. 


There is much in the news of growth and development in the 
Bangor area and Greenbush is one of the bedroom towns that is feeling 
the crunch. A ride along our previously forested roads will indicate 
that the rural status of Greenbush is fast disappearing. We are 
looking good to those who develop land for housing because we have 
no zoning or building ordinances that control such developments, 
with the exception of the subdivision regulations. An updated 
Comprehensive plan is needed to balance economic growth with natural 
resource protection and quality of life. Then the plan needs to be 
implemented, not just left on the shelf to collect dust. 


The Site Plan Review Ordinance was repealed at the June 1987 
Town Meeting by a vote of 26 to 23. This ordinance was enacted in 
June, 1986 by a vote of 28 to 16, so an effective tool for controlling 
commercial, retail, industrial, institutional buildings and mobile 
home parks was lost by the repeal. 


The Board approved three subdivisions and one shoreland zoning 
application. 


A sparsely attended hearing on road names was held in February. 
Road names as submitted to the Selectmen and printed in volume 4 of 
the Greenbush Newsletter will be placed in the Warrant for approval. 
Some roads in town have been known by several names, which leads to 
confusion, so there is a need to give all roads their proper name 
and so designate them by placing road signs at intersections. 


Greenbush Planning Board meets the second Monday of each month, 
except July and August, at Greenbush Town Hall at 7:00 pm. These 
meetings are open to the public.

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FIRE DEPARTMENT REPORT 


TO THE CITIZENS OF GREENBUSH: 


Within the past year, the Greenbush Fire Department has faced three 
rather embarassing situations. Three (3) houses burned flat because 
people did not know how to call the fire department. We have three 
R.F.D. mail routes, and 2 post offices in Greenbush. Just because your 
R.F.D. mailing address is Costigan, or Passadumkeag you still live in 
Greenbush, so don't call Milford or Passadumkeag. You want the fire 
department not a late mail call. 


There are stickers available to stick on your phone with fire and 
ambulance emergency numbers. Use them. They can be obtained at the 
Town Office. 


Smokey the Bear is getting upset with some people who build fires 
without burning permits. It's only May 1st and I have had to make two 
forest fire reports. When a fire spreads and threatens the forest, there 
must be a report made on it. Remember even with a permit you are respon- 
sible and are liable for suppression costs’ should your fire escape. 


Greenbush is being cut fast, and anywhere you go there are slash 
areas. It takes about five years for slash to rot down to where it is 
not readily combustible. Please use care when traveling through the 
woods. Fire is not selective for wood alone. Many animals become 
confused and terrified in a forest fire and die needlessly. These next 
few years need special caution in the woodlands around Greenbush. 


Remember the fire department number is: 1-800-432-7911 You will 
be answered by a deputy sheriff. Tell him where you live. If possible 
give him a reference point like a neighboring home. With new people 
coming in all the time some of the names are not readily recognizable. 
We do however, know where most people live, but good directions help us 
get there quicker.

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SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS' REPORT 


To the Citizens of the Town of Greenbush: 

As another year draws to a close I want to thank all of you - citizens, 
town officials, school committee members, administrators and staff -— for your 
support in the ongoing effort to provide the best education we can for the 
children of Greenbush. We hope the recently completed community survey will 
provide all of us with a better sense of your expectations for the Helen Dunn 
School and give our school improvement endeavors a more focused direction in 
future years. 

Financially, the School Department will close the year with a balance of 
$35,008 as a result of the action at last year's town meeting which appropriated ; 
$30,660 more than the School Department was authorized to use and a negotiated ; 
$4,348 carryover in the 1987-88 state block grant for teacher salaries which 
must be applied against 1988-89 salaries. 

The proposed 1988-89 budget of $863,450 represents a $59,450 or 7.4% increass 
over the current budget. This translates into a $9292 or 9.0% increase in the 
local request. The School Committee worked hard to find a way to keep the local 
request at the same level as last year but because this budget does not require 
the Town to raise the full local share of the foundation allocation reducing the 
local request another $9292 will require a $63,000 cut in the budget to offset 
a loss of $54,000 in state funding. Even with this budget as it is now, the 
Town is losing nearly $68,000 in state subsidy next year. It should also be 
noted that the town lost $10,540 in state subsidy this year as a result of the 


action taken at the town meeting last year.

The 1988-89 budget provides for an increase in the junior high math position 
from half-time to 5/6 time in order to permit the teacher more time to work 
individually with students who need extra help. Funds are also included to 
provide additional speech therapy time to meet the needs of those students who 
require speech/language services. A new item in the budget is Greenbush's 


share for a Union 90 Director of Elementary Education/Special Projects administrator

position which will be responsible for coordinating the Union 90 gifted/talented 
programs, teacher certification program and all curriculum/staff development 
activities. Pam Kimball, a former Greenbush teacher, will hold this position. 
The budget also includes sufficient funds to make the Greenbush hot lunch 
program available to all K-8 students at no cost to individual families. The 
budget does not include a part-time guidance counselor or any tuition students 
other than those actually enrolled on the date this budget was submitted to the 
Town for the warrant. 

On behalf of the Greenbush School Committee, I urge your support of the 
proposed 1988-89 budget.

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PRINCIPAL'S REPORT 


The 1987-88 school year has presented a number of challenges for the — 


school department. Although our enrollment has remained below 200 students — 


during the school year, a disproportionate number of students (31) in the first 
grade has created spacing problems. Early enrollments for next years 
Kindergarten are quite high (35) and we will be facing spacing problems again 
in the 1988-89 school year. 

Our staff currently consists of nineteen full and part-time teachers. Our 
part-time positions are responsible for providing physical education, speech © 
therapy, classroom and instrumental music, Algebra I, and health services. 
Although our Kindergarten position was a half-time position this year, that 
position will become full-time next year as enrollment in that grade increases 
again. High enrollment in grade one made it necessary to have two grade one 
teachers this year. The salary of one of those positions was funded with an 
Early Childhood Education Grant of $20,000. The extra positon will continue to 
be funded with an ECE Grant ($19,000) next year when those students move on to 
second grade but I don't anticipate a third year of funding for that position. 
In light of the high enrollment in next year's Kindergarten and the lack of 
this third year of funding I foresee two additional positions added to the 
1989-90 school budget if we are to maintain favorable pupil/teacher ratios. 

Resource and Chapter I personnel consist of two teachers and an aide who 
help students with special learning needs. As we are now preparing, 
transporting and serving meals to the Viola Rand School in Bradley, our hot | 
lunch program has increased to one full time and two part time positions. The 
support staff also includes two custodians and a school secretary. 

Grades K-5 continue to improve their writing skills with the whole 


Language approach being incorporated into the curriculum. Kindergarten and 


Grade One are utilizing the "Math Their Way" program in their math classes 
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The reading programs in grades 3-5 now include the novels in addition to the 
traditional basal reading texts 

The Junior High science program has been enhanced with the return of 
science lab tables from Old Town High School and an increase in budgeting for 
science lab equipment. Maine History is now a half year course for our seventh 
grade students and our sixth graders have a half year resource study skills 
program. In an effort to coordinate the Whole Language writing approach at 
this grade level we have combined our language arts and reading classes. This 
approach is working quite well and has many benefits to our students. 

Our extra-curricular programs this year have included soccer, basketball, 
baseball, softball, student council, band and chorus. Our teams did quite well 
and we are proud of their accomplishments. The band and chorus presented 
excellent programs prior to Christmas and this spring, treating many people to 
a wonderful evening of entertainment. 

The Chapter I and Resource programs, which are designed to assist students 
with subject difficulty and handicapping conditions, continue to function well; 
although they too are facing the strain of increased enrollment. I am very 
pleased with the support the School Board gives to these programs. 

As we look to the future some eoneke ie capital outlay projects are going 
to be completed. We expect to reroof the older wing of the building and 
repaint the entire structure this summer. We have, as quite a few schools in 
Maine do, a portable classroom to help ease our spacing needs. This structure 
will house two classes and allow the library to be moved from the stage area. 
| We are appreciative of the generosity shown by Champion International 
Corporation in making this much needed classroom space become a reality. We 


can also expect that the youngsters of Greenbush will be enjoying new 


playground equipment this summer as soon as it arrives and can be installed by 


‘volunteers. 
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In conclusion, it is my belief that Helen S. Dunn will continue to be a 
thriving learning environment for the young people of Greenbush. The faculty 
and staff are committed to providing the best possbile education for our 
students. With the support of the School Committee, the Superintendent and the 
residents of Greenbush we will attain our goal.

ANNUAL REPORT ; 


In September of 1987 we opened up a child care program to 
increase our offerings to the students of Region 4. At the ' 
present time we offer nineteen skill development courses, six . 
cooperative education programs and a comprehensive competency | 
based learning lab which we define as the vocational method of 
obtaining math, communications and science skills. 


Our instructional staff currently numbers twenty-one full 
time instructors, one special education coordinator and four 
instructional aides. Our support staff consists of one 
maintenance supervisor and two and one-half custodians. 


This past February it was necessary to eliminate our 
hydraulics program due to lack of student enrollment. However,

Vocational School. They also participated in the statewide : 
Vocational Industrial Clubs of America (VICA) skill competition ¥ 
and came away with five state champions. These five’state champions 
will be going to Wichita, Kansas to compete in the national VICA 


competition during the week of June 20, 1988. In addition to the 
Vica competition, we also sent one student to the Distributive 
Education Clubs of America (DECA) skill competition in Salt Lake ~ 
City, Utah to compete at the national level. 


As you can see, it has been a very successful year for the 
students at Southern Penobscot Vocational School. 


From the standpoint of job placement, Southern Penobscot 
Vocational School has had the most successful year in placing 
students who want to be placed. 


We are looking forward to a bigger and better year during

ction 1. Title and Purpose: 


This ordinance shall be known as the "Building Notification Ordinance 

of the Town of Greenbush, Maine' and will be referred to herein as "this 
Ordinance". It is enacted by the inhabitants of the Town of Greenbush 
to promote the health, safety, convenience, welfare, and property 

values of the inhabitants by requiring notification of intention to 
build for all dwellings and structures, as defined in this Ordinance. 


ction 2. Authority: 


1 This ordinance is enacted pursuant to the authority given the town in 
30 MRSA 1917 (Home Rule), and 30 MRSA 3221 (Soil Suitability Prior to 
Construction). 


-2 The effective date of this ordinance shall be thirty (30) days after 
it is adopted by vote of the legislative body of the Town of Greenbush. 


-3 This ordinance shall in no way impair or remove the necessity of 
compliance with any other rule, regulation, by-law, permit or 
provision of law. 


-4 This ordinance shall apply to all construction commenced after the 
effective date of the ordinance. | 


ection 3. - Administration: 


.1. The: Code Enforcement Officer shall enforce all State Plumbing laws and j 
the regulations of this ordinance, with the assistance from the Town } 
Selectmen. 


-2 The Code Enforcement Officer shall immediately report any violations 
of this ordinance to the Board of Selectmen. 


-3 The Town Clerk shall accept completed Intention to Build Notification 
Forms and shall place submitted forms on file in the Town Office. 


ection 4. Notification of Intention to Build: 


-1 Before construction is started on any structure, the owner shall 
complete an Intention to Build Notificaiton Form. Forms may be 
obtained from the Town Office. 


-2 "Structure" is hereby defined as a building or buildings or portion 
thereof on a single parcel constructed or erected with a fixed 
location on or in the ground or attached to something on or in the 
ground which occupies a ground area in excess ot 200 sq. ft. or value 
of materials and labor to construct in excess of $1,500. For the 
purposes of this ordinance a mobile home shall be considered a structure. 
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4.3 A complete Intention to Build Notitication Form shall include: 
a. sketch showing location and layout of proposed structure(s); 
b. estimated cost of the proposed structure, including cost of labor; 
c. . tor new dwellings, expansion of existing dwellings, and conversion 
of seasonal swellings to year round use, a valid permit for a 
subsurface disposal system, or letter that such permit is not 
necessary from the Local Plumbing Inspector. 


d. Shoreland Zoning permit for construction within the shoreland district; 


e. Flood Hazard Permit for constuction within special Flood Hazard areas 
inundated by 100-year Flood. 


tf. A Driveway Permit issued by the Road Commissioner for any structure 
requiring entrance to a Town roadway where none had previously existed. 


Section 5. Enforcement and Violations: 


The Code Enforcement Officer shall notify in writing any individual 
proceeding to build without prior notification to discontinue until 
notitication has been provided. A copy of such notices shall be 
maintained as a permanent record. 


Any person continues to build without notification after notice by the 
Code Enforcement Officer shall have committed a civil violation subject 

to a fine of not less than $100.00 and not to exceed $2500 and other 
penalties provided pursuant to 30 MRSA 4966. Each day that such violation 
exists shall be deemed a separate offense. 


Section 6. Amendments: 


This ordinance may be amended by majority vote of the Town at any Town 
Meeting, the Warrant tor which gives notice of the proposed change.
